This records suggests that Cynthia Wright had died before August 14, 1832. 

In November 1833 at St. Louis County, Missouri, Probate File 832 Tiery Wright 
filed a statement that he had not collected any of the assets of the estate of Joseph 
Wright:

The will of 1849 Thomas Wright dated October 20, 1843, and probated on 
August 6, 1849, at Franklin County, Virginia, W.B. 7/79 listed Joseph Wright deceased 
as one of his children: 


Item 3rd | give unto my grand children the heirs of Joseph Wright deceased 
six hundred dollars to be equally divided amongst them or the survivors or their 
heirs that is 1/7 to the heirs of Malinda Breggs 1/7 to Tyree Wright.

On December 9, 1850, at Franklin County, Virginia, D.B. 21/473 the heirs of 
Joseph Wright appointed Solomon Wright their attorney in fact to deal with the estate of 
1849 Thomas Wright:

said Will and Testament may appear. And whereas the Judge of the St Louis 
Probate Court has appointed Curators for the Estates of Cynthia Briggs, Mary 
Jane Briggs and Eliza Briggs, who are the sole heirs of the said Malinda Briggs 
deceased, that is to say has appointed James A. Wright Curator of the Estate of 
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the said Cynthia Briggs and John Napp Curator of the Estates of the said Mary 
Jane and Eliza Briggs, as will appear by the certificates of the Judge and Clerk of 
said Court (in due form of law) under seal of said Court, hereto annexed. And 
whereas Virginia P. and Julia A. Wright are both lawfully married - Virginia P. to 
John Knapp and Julia A. to William Mount as will appear by the copies from the 
Book of Marriages in the recorders office of St Louis County, hereto annexed, 
certified by the said recorder under his seal. Now Know Ye that we the said 
James A Wright, Wiley S. Wright, Letitia Gerard, John Knapp and Virginia P. his 
wife, Julia A. wife of said William Mount & Cynthia Briggs, by her curator 

James A. Wright and Mary Jane and Eliza Briggs, by their curator John Knapp, 
Have made Ordained constituted and appointed, Solomon Wright of the County 
of___ and State of Virginia, our true and lawful attorney, for us, and in our 
names, and for our use and benefit, to ask, demand, and receive of and from the 
said Robert P. Wright Executor the legacies given and bequeathed unto us by 
the said Will of the said Thomas Wright the elder, as aforesaid, and upon receipt 
thereof by or payment thereof to, and said Attorney, a general release or 
discharge for the same to make, Execute, and deliver, hereby ratifying, 
confirming and allowing whatsoever our said Attorney shall lawfully do in the 
premises.

In Franklin County, Virginia, Deed 22/302 dated September 11, 1852, one group 
of the grantors was described as the “heirs of Joseph Wright". 

In his letter dated October 26, 1981, Mr. James Wright Robinson enclosed family 
group sheets which stated that Joseph F. Wright was born on January 22, 1781, 
married Cynthia Belcher on July 18, 1808, at Franklin County, Virginia, and died on 
May 8, 1829, at Missouri, and that Cynthia (Belcher) Wright died in August 1831. 

The identification is confirmed by an obituary of Wiley S. Wright dated 1873 and 
copied by Thomas F. Nugent in December 1966, but without identifying the source, 
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although it was probably from a St. Louis newspaper. 1849 Thomas Wright's will listed 
seven children of his son Joseph Wright: Malinda Breggs, Tyree Wright, Latitia Gerard, 
James A. Wright, Wiley S. Wright, Virginia P. Wright, and Julia A. Wright. The 1873 

obituary identified this same family as children of Joseph Wright and Cynthia A. Wright: 


"Mr. Wiley S. Wright, the subject of this sketch, was the son of Joseph and 
Cynthia A. Wright who emigrated from Virginia to this county, where he was born 
July 13, 1821. Left an orphan at an early age and having to depend solely on his 
own exertions he apprenticed himself to learn the "tinning” trade which business 
he followed until March 1849, when he associated himself with Mr. Charles H. 
Buck, establishing the firm of Buck & Wright as stove dealers. Their trade 
steadily increasing they found it adviseable to manufacture in St. Louis and in 
1857 erected the Eclipse Stove Works. 


The firm of Buck & Wright have for nearly a quarter of a century been noted 
throughout the land for strict integrity and honorable business dealing, and have 
by industry and enterprise accumulated considerable wealth becoming identified 
with the growth and prosperity of St. Louis. It was probably the oldest firm in the 
City that had experienced no change in members since its organization. | 
understand that throughout all these years no written contracts or agreements 
have ever existed between the partners their confidence in each other's honor 
being deemed fully sufficient, and it being thought adviseable in order to simplify 
the settleing of Mr. Wright's estate that he should transfer his interest to 

Mr. Buck, the parties met during his last illness came to an understanding and 
perfected all necessary arrangements in less than ten minutes. A transaction 
that exhibets the confidence and highly honorable sentiments existing between 
them. 


Mr. Wright was married in 1863 to a daughter of Captain Malin of the Laclede 
Hotel who with two children survies him. He has two sisters and two brothers still 
living, the widow of the late John B. Girard, Mrs. John Knapp and Mr. James A. 
Wright, of St. Louis, and Mr. Tiery T. Wright of Sacramento, California. St. Louis 
has lost a citizen and we have all lost a friend that cannot be replaced. Kind and 
affable, strictly upright in all his business and social relations he was respected 
and beloved by all who knew him and his loss will be felt and mourned by all who 
have had the pleasure of his acquaintance. His bereaved wife and family have 
the heartfelt sympathy of the community in their hour of affliction and may He 
who tempers the wind to the shorn lamb and numbers the hairs of our heads 
watch tenderly over those thus deprived of their earthly support and protector." 


Mr. Robinson also provided copies of a biographical sketch of James A. Wright 
from a printed, but unidentified source, and an obituary of James A. Wright dated 1877 
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copied by Mr. Thomas Nugent, but with the source not identified. The biographical 


sketch provided as follows: 


"Wright, James Anthony, manufacturer, was born in Virginia, February 18, 1819, 
son of Joseph and Cynthia Wright. Of English origin, the Wright family came to 
the United States at an early date and the parents of James A. Wright removed 
from Virginia to Missouri in the year 1821. Coming to St. Louis, they settled ona 
farm adjoining the farm of Colonel Frederick Dent, the father-in-law of General 
U. S. Grant, and on this farm their son lived during the earlier years of his life. 
He was educated at St. Louis Universty and then served an apprenticeship to the. 
business of carriage building with the old-time carriage manufacturing firm of 
Carter & Powers, who occupied a factory located at the corner of Broadway and 
Locust street, on the site of the present Mercantile Library Building. In 1845 he 
engaged in the manufacture of carriages on his own account, associating himself 
at that time with Wesley Falion in the firm of Fallon & Wright, which established 
its factory at the corner of Second street and Washington Avenue. Their 
buildings at that location were destroyed by fire after a time and they re-opened 
a new factory at the corner of Broadway and St. Charles street. At that location 
Mr. Fallon and Mr. Wright continued to be associated together in business until 
the year 1861. Mr. Wright then withdrew from the firm and established a 
carriage factory of his own at the corner of Broadway and Morgan streets, where 
he continued to do business until his death, which occurred June 29, 1877, and 
resulted from injuries received by being thrown from a carriage in a runaway 
accident. The manufacturing business which he built up was not only one of 
large proportions, but one which made his name well known throughout the 
entire Western country by reason of the excellence of the products sent out from 
his factory and bearing his name. This business it still carried on by his sons 
under the name of the James A. Wright & Sons Carriage Company, the present 
location of their factory and salesrooms being at the corner of Washington 
Avenue and Nineteenth street. As a manufacturer and business man, Mr. Wright 
was widely known, but in this sense only was he a public man. While he was 
always a pronounced Democrat in political affiliation, he declined to take any 
active part in the conduct of political campaigns, to stand as a candidate for or to 
fill any public office. He had a marked fondness for music, and in early life was 
for some years a member of the choir of the Methodist church located at the 
corner of Fourth street and Washington Avenue and had something to do with 
church work in this connection, although he was not identified with any church 
organization as a member. The charitable work of church and other 
organizations, however, appealed to him strongly and found in him a warm friend 
and liberal donor. He married, in 1851, Miss Louisa H. Potter, who survives her 
husband. The father of Mrs. Wright was Colonel John C. Potter, who came to 
St. Louis from Boston during the war of 1812, and in the maternal line, she is 
descended from Emilien Yosti, who came to this country with the Spanish army 
of occupation, which took possession of the Province of Louisiana when France 
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ceded it to Spain. Yosti married Theodiste Durand, whose parents, John B. 
Durand and Josepha Marcheteau, where the tenth couple wedded in St. Louis. 


Mr. Wright left three sons and one daughter of whom Joseph P., Frank L. and 
Cora F. - the last named being now wife of Charles W. Nugent are living; the 
other son, John B., died in September, 1896." 


The James A. Wright obituary provided as follows: 


"James A. Wright died on June 29, 1877 at an age of 59. His death was caused 
by an accident. He was one of the oldest carriage manufacturers of St. Louis, 
Mo. 


Mr. James A Wright, whose death we notice above, was born near Lynchburg, 
Va., in Franklin County, on the 19th of February 1819. In the fall of 1820, when 
he was about 18 months of age, he, with his parents with household goods and 
all they possessed of worldly goods removed in one of the old fashioned 
traveling wagons to the then small but thriving village of St. Louis, where they 
settled on a farm in the suburbs and where his early years were spent. Having 
lost both his father and mother at the age of 14 he apprenticed himself to 

Mr. Samuel Mount at that time the leading carriage builder of St. Louis. His 
duties in the factory were various and after working in nearly all of the 
departments he finally settled down in the paint shop where he stayed until he 
finished his trade training. In those days, the boys boarded with their boss, and 
after their work was over in the shop they had to do the chores of the house, 
drive up the cows, split wood and etc. Mr. Mount retiring from the business 

Mr. Wright, at the age of 16, re-engaged by the new owner Mess'rs Carter & 
Power from New Haven, Conn., and remained with them until he finished his 
appreticeship, or rather, until he became of age making his apprecticeship seven 
years. After becoming a Journeyman, he worked for several years in the 
factories of St. Louis meeting with the successes and reverses that still assail the 
painter. During a dull season he went south to New Orleans and worked there 
one winter in Denmans (Carriage) Repository. From there he went to Nashville, 
Winchester and other towns of Tennessee. Abouth the last of the year 1846 he 
received a letter from Mr. Wesley Fallon asking him to return to St. Louis. He 
purchased the interest of Mr. George Bailey, at that time a partner of Mr. Fallons 
and on the first day of January, 1847, the new firm of Fallon and Wright was 
formed with their factory on Second Street between Washington Avenue and 
Vine Streets. After two years of fair success their place was burned out and as 
they had not a dollars worth of insurance they had to commence anew. This 
they did immediately in a small way by the assistance of friends and re- 
established themselves on 5th Street between Locust and St. Charles Streets at. 
that time the most fashionable residence portion of the City. By constant 
attention to business their trade increased until the name of Fallon & Wright 
became widely known and of itself was a sufficient guarantee of the excellence 
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of any buggy or carriage that bore it. After an exsistance of exactly 15 years the 
firm of Fallon & Wright was dissolved, Mr. Wright retiring and remaining out of 
business for two years when he resumed at 809 & 811 North 5th Street, building 
up a trade and name of the firm being James A. Wright & Sons, under which 
name his sons will continue the business. 


Mr. Wright met his death by being thrown from a buggy on the evening of June 
28th, while trying a horse which his sons contemplated purchasing. He lingered 
unconsious until early on the morning of the 29th when he expired. He was 
missed by all who knew him and from his long residence in St. Louis and his 
extended business he was widely known. The following extract from an editorial 
in one of the St. Louis newspapers will suffice to show the high estimation in 
which he was held by his employees and his friends, for his strict integrity and 
honorable life. Mr. Wright was married Dec. 30, 1851, to Miss Louisa Hanna 
Potter, a decendant of some of the earliest settlers of St. Louis, who survives 
him. He also leaves, besides the two sons who were engaged in business with 
him, a son and daughter aged respectively 12 and 9 years." 

It is clear from these records that Joseph F. Wright who married Cynthia Belcher 
was the son of 1849 Thomas Wright and that he moved from Franklin County, Virginia, 
to St. Louis, Missouri, in 1820 or 1821. 

Mr. Robinson listed nine children of Joseph F. Wright and Cynthia (Belcher) 
Wright, two of whom died unmarried and without issue in 1834, prior to the date on 
which 1849 Thomas Wright wrote his will:

8) William Parnell Wright, born on December 13, 1825, and 

9) Julia Ann (Wright) Mount, born on January 5, 1828.

In his letters dated October 29, 1981, and October 26, 1981, James W. 
Robinson enclosed family group sheets which stated that James Anthony Wright was a 
son of 1829 Joseph F. Wright and Cynthia (Belcher) Wright, was born on February 18, 
1819, at Franklin County, Virginia, married Louisa Potter on December 30, 1851, at St. 
Louis, Missouri, and died on June 29, 1877, at St. Louis, Missouri, that Louisa Hanna 
(Potter) Wright was born on December 10, 1829, at St. Charles, Missouri, and that they 
had the following children: 

a Joseph Potter Wright, born on October 28, 1852, at St. Louis, Missouri, 

2) Frank Louis Wright, born on July 18, 1854, at St. Louis Missouri, 

3) Tiery James Wright, born on May 10, 1856, at St. Louis, Missouri,, 

4) James Henry Wright, born on February 5, 1858 at St. Louis, Missouri, 

5) Louisa "Lulu" Lillian Wright, born on February 26, 1862, at St. Louis, 
Missouri, 

6) John Belcher Wright, born on August 14, 1864, at St. Louis, Missouri, and 
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7) Corine Elizabeth (Wright) Nugent, born on November 13, 1867, at St. 


Louis, Missouri. 


Mr. Robinson also provided copies of a biographical sketch of James A. Wright 
from a printed, but unidentified source, and an obituary of James A. Wright dated 1877 
copied by Mr. Thomas Nugent, but with the source not identified. The biographical 
sketch provided as follows: 


"Wright, James Anthony, manufacturer, was born in Virginia, February 18, 1819, 
son of Joseph and Cynthia Wright. Of English origin, the Wright family came to 
the United States at an early date and the parents of James A. Wright removed 
from Virginia to Missouri in the year 1821. Coming to St. Louis, they settled on a 
farm adjoining the farm of Colonel Frederick Dent, the father-in-law of General 
U. S. Grant, and on this farm their son lived during the earlier years of his life. 
He was educated at St. Louis Universty and then served an apprenticeship to the 
business of carriage building with the old-time carriage manufacturing firm of 
Carter & Powers, who occupied a factory located at the corner of Broadway and 
Locust street, on the site of the present Mercantile Library Building. In 1845 he 
engaged in the manufacture of carriages on his own account, associating himself 
at that time with Wesley Fallon in the firm of Fallon & Wright, which established 
its factory at the corner of Second street and Washington Avenue. Their 
buildings at that location were destroyed by fire after a time and they re-opened 
a new factory at the corner of Broadway and St. Charles street. At that location 
Mr. Fallon and Mr. Wright continued to be associated together in business until 
the year 1861. Mr. Wright then withdrew from the firm and established a 
carriage factory of his own at the corner of Broadway and Morgan streets, where 
he continued to do business until his death, which occurred June 29, 1877, and 
resulted from injuries received by being thrown from a carriage in a runaway 
accident. The manufacturing business which he built up was not only one of 
large proportions, but one which made his name well known throughout the 
entire Western country by reason of the excellence of the products sent out from 
his factory and bearing his name. This business it still carried on by his sons 
under the name of the James A. Wright & Sons Carriage Company, the present 
location of their factory and salesrooms being at the corner of Washington 
Avenue and Nineteenth street. As a manufacturer and business man, Mr. Wright 
was widely known, but in this sense only was he a public man. While he was 
always a pronounced Democrat in political affiliation, he declined to take any 
active part in the conduct of political campaigns, to stand as a candidate for or to. 
fill any public office. He had a marked fondness for music, and in early life was 
for some years a member of the choir of the Methodist church located at the 
corner of Fourth street and Washington Avenue and had something to do with 
church work in this connection, although he was not identified with any church 
organization as a member. The charitable work of church and other 
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organizations, however, appealed to him strongly and found in him a warm friend 
and liberal donor. He married, in 1851, Miss Louisa H. Potter, who survives her 
husband. The father of Mrs. Wright was Colonel John C. Potter, who came to 
St. Louis from Boston during the war of 1812, and in the maternal line, she is 
descended from Emilien Yosti, wno came to this country with the Spanish army 
of occupation, which took possession of the Province of Louisiana when France 
ceded it to Spain. Yosti married Theodiste Durand, whose parents, John B. 
Durand and Josepha Marcheteau, where the tenth couple wedded in St. Louis. 


Mr. Wright left three sons and one daughter of whom Joseph P., Frank L. and 
Cora F. - the last named being now wife of Charles W. Nugent are living; the 
other son, John B., died in September, 1896." 


The James A. Wright obituary provided as follows: 


"James A. Wright died on June 29, 1877 at an age of 59. His death was caused 
by an accident. He was one of the oldest carriage manufacturers of St. Louis, 
Mo. 


Mr. James A Wright, whose death we notice above, was born near Lynchburg, 
Va., in Franklin County, on the 19th of February 1819. In the fall of 1820, when 
he was about 18 months of age, he, with his parents with household goods and 
all they possessed of worldly goods removed in one of the old fashioned 
traveling wagons to the then small but thriving village of St. Louis, where they 
settled on a farm in the suburbs and where his early years were spent. Having 
lost both his father and mother at the age of 14 he apprenticed himself to 

Mr. Samuel Mount at that time the leading carriage builder of St. Louis. His 
duties in the factory were various and after working in nearly all of the 
departments he finally settled down in the paint shop where he stayed until he 
finished his trade training. In those days, the boys boarded with their boss, and 
after their work was over in the shop they had to do the chores of the house, 
drive up the cows, split wood and etc. Mr. Mount retiring from the business 

Mr. Wright, at the age of 16, re-engaged by the new owner Mess'rs Carter & 
Power from New Haven, Conn., and remained with them until he finished his 
appreticeship, or rather, until he became of age making his apprecticeship seven 
years. After becoming a Journeyman, he worked for several years in the 
factories of St. Louis meeting with the successes and reverses that still assail the 
painter. During a dull season he went south to New Orleans and worked there 
one winter in Denmans (Carriage) Repository. From there he went to Nashville, 
Winchester and other towns of Tennessee. Abouth the last of the year 1846 he 
received a letter from Mr. Wesley Fallon asking him to return to St. Louis. He 
purchased the interest of Mr. George Bailey, at that time a partner of Mr. Fallons 
and on the first day of January, 1847, the new firm of Fallon and Wright was 
formed with their factory on Second Street between Washington Avenue and 
Vine Streets. After two years of fair success their place was burned out and as 
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they had not a dollars worth of insurance they had to commence anew. This 
they did immediately in a small way by the assistance of friends and re- 
established themselves on 5th Street between Locust and St. Charles Streets at 
that time the most fashionable residence portion of the City. By constant 
attention to business their trade increased until the name of Fallon & Wright 
became widely known and of itself was a sufficient guarantee of the excellence 
of any buggy or carriage that bore it. After an exsistance of exactly 15 years the 
firm of Fallon & Wright was dissolved, Mr. Wright retiring and remaining out of 
business for two years when he resumed at 809 & 811 North 5th Street, building 
up a trade and name of the firm being James A. Wright & Sons, under which 
name his sons will continue the business. 


Mr. Wright met his death by being thrown from a buggy on the evening of June 
28th, while trying a horse which his sons contemplated purchasing. He lingered 
unconsious until early on the morning of the 29th when he expired. He was 
missed by all who knew him and from his long residence in St. Louis and his 
extended business he was widely known. The following extract from an editorial 
in one of the St. Louis newspapers will suffice to show the high estimation in 
which he was held by his employees and his friends, for his strict integrity and 
honorable life. Mr. Wright was married Dec. 30, 1851, to Miss Louisa Hanna 
Potter, a decendant of some of the earliest settlers of St. Louis, who survives 
him. He also leaves, besides the two sons who were engaged in business with 
him, a son and daughter aged respectively 12 and 9 years.”

dollars to be divided as follows, to wit: 1/7 to the heirs of Melinda Briggs 1/7 to

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1/7 to Virginia P. Wright 1/7 to Julia A. Wright or their heirs forever, to be paid 
unto them by the Executor of the said Thomas Wright the Elder deceased of 
which last Will and Testament, Robert P. Wright is the Executor as in and by 
said Will and Testament may appear. And whereas the Judge of the St Louis 
Probate Court has appointed Curators for the Estates of Cynthia Briggs, Mary 
Jane Briggs and Eliza Briggs, who are the sole heirs of the said Malinda Briggs 
deceased, that is to say has appointed James A. Wright Curator of the Estate of 
the said Cynthia Briggs and John Napp Curator of the Estates of the said Mary 
Jane and Eliza Briggs, as will appear by the certificates of the Judge and Clerk of 
said Court (in due form of law) under seal of said Court, hereto annexed. And 
whereas Virginia P. and Julia A. Wright are both lawfully married - Virginia P. to 
John Knapp and Julia A. to William Mount as will appear by the copies from the 
Book of Marriages in the recorders office of St Louis County, hereto annexed, 
certified by the said recorder under his seal. Now Know Ye that we the said 
James A Wright, Wiley S. Wright, Letitia Gerard, John Knapp and Virginia P. his 
wife, Julia A. wife of said William Mount & Cynthia Briggs, by her curator 

James A. Wright and Mary Jane and Eliza Briggs, by their curator John Knapp, 
Have made Ordained constituted and appointed, Solomon Wright of the County 
of___ and State of Virginia, our true and lawful attorney, for us, and in our 
names, and for our use and benefit, to ask, demand, and receive of and from the 
said Robert P. Wright Executor the legacies given and bequeathed unto us by 
the said Will of the said Thomas Wright the elder, as aforesaid, and upon receipt 
thereof by or payment thereof to, and said Attorney, a general release or 
discharge for the same to make, Execute, and deliver, hereby ratifying, 
confirming and allowing whatsoever our said Attorney shall lawfully do in the 
premises.

Mr. Robinson also enclosed an obituary of Wiley S. Wright dated 1873 and 





copied by Thomas F. Nugent in December 1966, but without identifying the source, 
although it is probably from a St. Louis newspaper: 


"Mr. Wiley S. Wright, the subject of this sketch, was the son of Joseph and 
Cynthia A. Wright who emigrated from Virginia to this county, where he was born 
July 13, 1821. Left an orphan at an early age and having to depend solely on his 
own exertions he apprenticed himself to learn the "tinning" trade which business 
he followed unti] March 1849, when he associated himself with Mr. Charles H. 
Buck, establishing the firm of Buck & Wright as stove dealers. Their trade 
steadily increasing they found it adviseable to manufacture in St. Louis and in 
1857 erected the Eclipse Stove Works.

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This record places Solomon Wright's birth in about 1784 and Sarah Wright's birth in 
about 1808. Since 1849 Thomas Wright was residing in Franklin County, Solomon 
Wright's place of birth was probably at Franklin County, Virginia.

Negroes, cattle and several other items listed including a note on 
John Erwin, one on John Demoss, one due bill on R. W. Hart, account against 
Joseph Greer, one against John Jobe, one against James Fudge, one order 
from Jacob Fudge, a claim on the United States for property lost and service of 
horse in the Seminole Campaign amounting in the gross to $110,000 subject to 
a deduction of 40 cents per day for services for three months, and one Bible and 
testament.

Peter Dent filed an affidavit that Martin Greer and his wife Mary were not then residents 
of Virginia:

costs that the Respondent Mary Greer was willing to have conveyed the same

sheets which stated that James W. Greer was born in 1802 at Davidson County, 
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Tennessee, married Michael Elizabeth Brown on July 16, 1826, at William County, 
Tennessee, resided in 1850 in Lafayette County, Missouri, and died in 1863 in 
northwestern Arkansas, and was buried at Edmiston Cemetery, northeast of Morriltown, 
that Michael Elizabeth (Brown) Greer was born in about 1807 in Tennessee, and that 
they had the following children: 

1) ‘George Greer, born about 1827 at Tennessee. 

2) James Greer, born about 1828 at Virginia, 

2) Green B. Greer, born about 1830 in Tennessee, 

4) Benjamin Greer, born about 1835 in Missouri,

In that same letter Mrs. Garner enclosed a copy of Reminiscenses Of Early Days 


In Washington County by Ben F. Greer which stated as follows: 





".... My grandmother Greer's maiden name was Michael Elizabeth Brown. Her 
ancestors were of Dutch descent and her father's family came to Penn's Colony 
which became Pennsylvania. After the Revolutionary War her father emigrated 
from Pennsylvania to Williamson County, Tennessee, about the same time that 
great-grandfather Greer settled in Davidson County. My grandmother Greer was 
born in 1803. In 1821 she and my grandfather married and emigrated to 
Missouri, settling east of Kansas City in LaFayette County, Mo., near Lexington 
and Warrensburg. One of grandfather's brothers, Joseph Greer, emigrated to 
Ray County, Mo., near the town of Dover. This was at that time sparsely settled. 
Grandfather Greer’s nearest neighbor was three miles; the next was five miles. 
This is a very rich blue-grass country and grandfather entered a thousand acres 
of this fine land. There was an abundance of wild game and at one time 
grandfather shipped several hundred pounds of deer hams, commonly called 
Venison, and at the same time several hundred pounds of honey made by wild 
bees. He and a neighbor made a flat boat on the Missouri River and took their 
produce by boat to New Orleans where they trans-shipped their meat and honey 
to New York, sold it, and invested the proceeds in farm implements and other 
necessities and shipped back to Missouri. 


| remember some stories my father used to tell about grandfather's hunting 

exploits. One time he was out hunting deer and shot and wounded a large buck 

deer. The deer fell at the crack of his rifle and he ran up to cut its throat so it 

would bleed good. When he took hold of the deer's horns to turn its throat, the 

deer struggled to its feet and knocked his hunting knife out of his hand. He knew 

he had to hold to the deer'’s horns so it could not stamp him to death. His 

clothing was buckskin but in the struggles it fairly cut his hunting clothes to 

ribbons. He struggled till finally he got hold of his rifle and got behind a large 

hawthorn bush. The deer chased him around and around. Reloading his gun | 
and shooting it again and again he fired 24 balls into it before it was finally killed. | 
He said he never ran in to cut another deer's throat till he knew it was safe to do 

so. 


Another time he and a neighbor were out on a hunt and had for some reason 
been unable to kill anything except some coons and all the meat they had in 
camp was coon meat. So this day they had better luck and grandfather shot and 
wounded a large deer. The neighbor ran in to cut its throat and had dropped his 
knife and was hollering "Run, Greer, run; we haven't anything but coon meat in 
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camp.” Grandfather got so tickled that he couldn't hurry as fast as the neighbor 
kept yelling, "Run, Greer, run; we've nothing but coon meat in camp", but he 
finally got in and between them they finished their game with his hunting knife. 


Another story was about someone stealing corn from his crib, which was built of 
logs. He suspected a neighbor, so one evening the neighbor was there and 
grandfather got the neighbor to help him set a steel trap inside at the crack they 
had been taking corn out of. But when the neighbor had gone he moved the trap 
to another place they could reach into and get corn. Next morning the neighbor 
was standing at the corn crib with his hand in the crack. Grandfather never let 
on that he had seen him and began feeding his stock. Finally the man hollered 
and asked grandfather to let him loose, which he did. He made the man go to 
the house where he dressed his hand and made him stay for breakfast and filled 
a sack with corn and toid him that he would let him have all the corn he needed 
and let him work to pay for it and told his neighbor if he would never do that 
again he would never tell of the incident to his neighbors. The man agreed, so 
they both lived up to the agreement and the man was never again known to 
steal. 


Another time grandfather started to the county seat on some business. As he 
was Passing a house he heard a woman screaming and calling for help, so he 
jumped off his horse and dropped the bridle rein over a post and ran into the 
house. A man had a woman down and was choking and beating her, so 
Granddad took hold of him and pulled him off the woman. The fellow turned on 
him and he had to fight him off. The woman jumped up and got the stove shovel 
and began to hit Granddad with it and between the two he saw he was in for it, 
so he made a break, got out of the house and escaped. So he said he never 
tried to pull another man off when he was beating his wife. He just didn't butt in. 


In 1849 when gold was discovered in California, Grandfather's oldest son and 
the two boys next to him went to California with Bullard's wagon train. Bullard 
took a stock of goods from Kansas City, hauled with wagons pulled by four and 
six-mule teams. Uncle George, my father's oldest brother, was married. He took 
his Own wagon and team and wife and children. The other two boys hired to 
Bullard as teamsters. 


In 1854 grandfather sold his land, 1,000 acres of as fine land as | ever saw, for 
$8 per acre. He intended to go to California when he sold out. But about this 
time some of those who went out in the Gold Rush began to return. Some had 
done well and saved a lot of money while some came back poorer than when 
they went. But all agreed that crossing the desert was an awful hardship and 
many had died, not able to stand the hardships. Then they had some fearful 
stories about having to fight the Indians, so my grandmother Greer began to beg 
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grandfather not to go to California and suggested that they go to Texas instead. 
So they started to Texas. 


They got down to what is now Evansville Valley in Washington County 
(Arkansas) and camped for a day or two to rest themselves and their teams. 
Grandfather liked the valley, so they bought several hundred acres of land and a 
store and stock of goods north of Evansville at what was then called Wilsonville. 


George Greer, my father's oldest brother, died in California and was buried at a 
place called Santa Rosa. So the other boys brought his widow and children (two 
boys and two girls) back to Missouri near grandfather's old home in Lafayette 
County. 


Grandfather and his boys prospered and did well until the Civil War broke out. 
Grandfather's land was scattered up and down the Arkansas and Indian Territory 
line and you could stand in front of his store and throw a rock across the line into 
what was then the Indian Territory. The Cherokee Indians were divided, most of 
the fuil-bloods and practically all the mixed-bloods went with the Confederacy 
and enlisted under Gen. Stand Watie. The full-bloods, called the Pin Indians, 
robbed, murdered and pillaged the Southern sympathizers and often robbed and 
sometimes killed those who were on the Northern side. 


The Pin Indians accompanied by some renegades raided up and down the line 
every few weeks. On one of these raids they murdered my grandfather Greer 
and scalped him. He was barely able to ride a horse, as he was just recovering 
from a spell of typhoid fever. My father, a 16-year-old boy, was with his father, 
who told him to get away if he could, and he escaped, as he had a very fleet 
running horse. The women of the community went and got his body away in the 
night. There was no one to go but the women, as ail the men and boys old 
enough to help were either in the army or had to refugee to Texas. The women 
had to bury their dead. There were nine boys in grandpa Greer's family and one 
girl. One of the boys and the daughter died in their infancy. 


Five of father's brothers were in the Confederate army, besides himself. Four of 
them died of disease and exposure, so at the close of the war only he and one 
brother and my grandmother were left of their large family. My father was only 
14 years old when the war began, and after grandfather's death there were just 
two alternatives left him -- either join the army or refugee to Texas, so when a 
little past 16 years of age he enlisted in Gen. Stand Watie’s command. He never 
participated in any battles but was in several skirmishes. Once his company 
came to Fayetteville in an attempt to oust the Federal forces here.

He was in the cavalry and in the detail to guard their battery of artillery. He said 
he was scared and that it was all he could do to keep from running when the 
Federal forces attacked the Confederate battery of artillery. His company was 
lying on the ground in front of the battery and he said he could hardly keep from 
running. But after the fight started, he wasn't scared any more and they repulsed 
the attack on their battery. The battery then withdrew and marched south. 


My father married Grandfather's youngest daughter in September 1866 and to 
them were born two sons, Benjamin Finis, named for one of father's brothers and 
one of mother's brothers, born July 30, 1867; Walter A, born February 29, 1872; 
Ida Lee, born September 8, 1869; Clara M., born November 27, 1875; Edna E., 
August 22, 1877; Mary Leona born March 21, 1879; Florence J., born April 3, 
1885. My sister Ida married Robert B. Worsham August 21, 1887; died without. 
issue May 25, 1888. | married Lulu B. Flinn on March 10, 1889. To us were 
born five boys and two daughters. Sister May and James H. Neff were married 
November 30, 1893; to them were born three daughters and five sons. Of the 
girls, Irene, the oldest, married Hooper who died and she remarried. Clara 
married a Mr. Jones. They live near Fort Smith. Betty, the youngest, who lives 
at Houston, married and has two children. 


Joe, the oldest son, lives near Stilwell, Okla. George and Greer, the next two 
sons, live in Colorado. Wendle lives in New Jersey. The single son lives with his 
mother and sister Irene in California at Los Angeles. Sister Leona married twice. 
Her first husband was named A. C. Baird. They had one daughter, Fannie J., 
living at Seville, Florida, married to W. B. McBride. A. C. Baird was killed in an 
auto accident in 1924. Later, Leona married a Mr. Joe McLenan. She and her 
last husband are both dead. My sister Edna married Ben C. Barham in 1899. 
They have two sons, William K. and Gordon, both married and each has two 
daughters. Ben, who was a railroad man, is retired, and they and their sons and 
grandchildren all live near each other. Kenneth is on the police force and 
Gordon a mail handier at Union Station. 


Sister Florence first married a man named McGuire by whom she had a son 
named William J. She and McGuire were divorced and Florence was given 
custody of Billie who took the name of her second husband, Joe London. Billie 
is married, has a fine girl and boy, and lives in Kansas City where he has a 
position with the Southwest Bell Telephone Company. 


Back to earlier days. As a boy | was the oldest child in our family. My father was 
born in 1846. Slavery was in vogue. When he was 15, the Civil War broke out. 
He was the youngest of eight brothers and had never been trained to do any kind 
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of work. He worked when he wanted to and played when he wished. So when 
his father was killed during the war and all his brothers but one died. When the 
Civil War ended he was 19 years old and when he came home from the army he 
had one horse. 


The farm which had not been worked much for five years had grown up and it 
was almost starting all over again. He was greatly handicapped for he had little 
or no training. He had never learned to do many of the simple jobs of work done 
on the farm. He couldn't use a grain scythe, the implement used to harvest most 
of their grain. He had never learned to sow grain broadcast by hand. So he told 
me he wanted me to learn to do every job there was to do on the farm. So early 
he had a single stock plow built for me. At that time even a double shovel was 
unknown. When | learned to plow with a single stock we ran five furrows to each 
middle, so five or ten acres was a pretty big corn field. The wheat and oats were 
harvested by hand with a scything cradle. He couldn't cradle, so he had me 
learn to use One. Then the double shovel came into use. He bought one and 
had one cut down to fit my size. Then when cultivators came in, he bought one 
and | learned to use it too. Then he bought a mower to cut our meadow, then a 
reaper. They called it a dropper -- gave four men plenty to do to bind the grain 
as fast as he could cut it. Then the next was a binder. He didn't milk but always 
said that milking was a man's job. So as soon as | got large enough to tie and 
pull the calves off, it was my job to go with my mother to care for the cows and 
calves. 


He was a progressive man and as a farmer he always held to the idea of building 

up the soil, by rotation of crops, growing legumes, and plowing all the residues 

he could into the soil. So when he died in December 1887, he left our land in 

better shape than it was when he took charge of it after the Civil War. He farmed. 

from necessity. It was all he had had experience in doing. The war deprived him 

of an education. He was 14 when the war closed the schools and 19 when it 

ended and left them impoverished and without education or helpful experience. | 
He wanted me to have an education so | would not have to slave (as he called it) 

on the farm. 


When he was so suddenly taken from us in 1887, | was 20 years of age and 
poorly equipped to step out into the lead. My father and mother were both very 
liberal spenders and poor savers, so | had not learned the necessity for saving, 
as | had already passed the formative period of life. | have always felt that 
handicap and passed my failure on to my children, failing to impress upon them 
the value of time and money. 


But my parents were Godly-minded and early they began to instill a love of the 
Master and service to Him and to my fellowman. My parents, since my earliest 
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recollection, by both precept and example trained us to regard our duty to God 
and to our fellowman, so | owe much to them. For years after the Civil War we 
had poor school facilities. The average school term was three months. My 
father was an inveterate reader and instilled in me a love for reading good books 
and magazines, so by persevering habits of reading | have acquired a 
reasonably fair education which has helped me to be a better citizen and able to 
be of service to my country. 


My father was always in the front in service to the community. In Sunday 
School, church, singing schools and regular day schools, he was always a leader 
in everything for the betterment of the community. His service was always given 
freely, without reservation and without any thought of remuneration. Many times 
in addition to his personal services he gave of his means without any thought on 
his part of over receiving any personal benefits. Many times his service rendered 
to the community meant considerable loss to him but | never heard him complain 
and he never failed or refused a service asked of him, no matter how much it 
inconvenienced him.

“Thomas B. Greer, a prominent merchant of Greersburg, Ark. was born in 
Lafayette County, MO, December 4, 1839, and is one of ten children born to 
James W. amd Michel E. (Brown) Greer. The father was a native of Davidson 
County, Tenn., and the mother of Williamson County of the same State where 
they were married. They moved to Lafayette, County MO in 1821 and here the 
father engaged quite extensively in farming. In 1854, they moved to Washington 
County, and engaged in merchandising in connection with farming, which he 
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continued until 1863, when he was killed by the Pin Indians. He was fifty-eight 
years of age at the time of his death; was a Democrat in politics, and he and wife 
were members of the Missionary Baptist Church. The mother died at the age of 
seventy-seven years. Of their large family of children, seven sons lived to be 
grown, but the only one living is Thomas B Greer. He was educated in the 
common schools, also attended one term at Cane Hill and assisted his father on 
the farm until sixteen years of age, when he began clerking for his father. Four 
years later he became possessor of half of the stock but lost it all during the war. 


Previous to this in 1859, he married Miss Mahala E. Denton, a native of Bradley 
County, Tenn., and six children were the result of this union. In the spring of 
1862 Mr. Greer enlisted in Company 1, Second Cherokee Regiment, Confederal 
Army, served throughout the war was taken prisoner at Boston Mountain in 
November, 1862, and remained as such for five weeks, when he was 
exchanged. After the war he farmed until 1870 when he laid off Greersburg, built 
a store, and the following year began merchandising which he has since 
continued, and has a large stock. Besides this he is interested in farming, and is 
the owner of 180 acres of land. He is a Democrat in politics, has been notary 
public for fifteen years, and was appointed postmaster of Tolu in 1887. He has 
been a Master Mason since 1869 and he and his wife are member of the 
Missionary Baptist Church. Mr. Greer contributes liberally to all worthy 
enterprises, and has been successful as a business man. He was nominated by 
the Democratic party on the 18th of August as one of the three to be elected to 
represent his county in the Lower House of the General Assembly, and was 
elected on the 3rd of September, 1888 to that position for two years, running 
ahead of the ticket.

"The Daily Silver Age 
Carson City, Nevada 
2 October 1862 


On Saturday evening, William A. Grear and his wife Anna, with three grown 
daughters, arrived and located permanently in this place. They are from 
Richardson county, Nebraska, which place they left on the 12th of May. A young 
man named Stephen Hillburn came through with Mr. Grear. Also, his two sons- 
in-law, Isreal Aroman(?), wife and two children, and Samuel H. Pugh, wife and 
five children. One of his sons-in-law, Mr. Pugh, we believe, proceeded on to 
California, but the old gentleman and lady, with the children and their other son- 
in-law, will remain and try their fortunes in Nevada this winter. Mr. Grear will start 
a couple of teams to hauling in a few days, with success, we hope. While on the 
plains, and at Sage Creek, some half-way between this place and the Missouri 
River, Mr. Grear came upon the grave of an emigrant who had been murdered 
by the Sioux Indians. The grave was being guarded by a beautiful black spaniel 
dog, who had remained on the ground where his master was buried for twelve 
days, endevering to dig down to him. In some places he had dug holes nearly 
two feet deep, and was unwilling that any one should approach the grave. With 
much difficulty, Mr. Grear secured the faithful little fellow and brought him in.

In her letter dated March 12, 1989, Mrs. Iris Ash Garner enclosed the following 

extract from History Of Sacramento County by Win J. Davis published in 1890: 
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"Samuel Houston Pugh of Brighton Township was born in Owen County Indiana 
21 August 1832, the son of James Pugh and Nancy Sikes, natives of Virginia. 
The father (James) Pugh was born in Charlotte County, Virginia and the mother 
in Halifax County, Virginia. His paternal grandfather, a native of France, came to 
America with Lafayette; was a corporal in the Revolution and remained 
throughout the struggle being present at the siege and battle of Yorktown. His 
maternal grandfather also served in the same war. Samuel's mothers first 
husband was named Scott who was of the same lineage as General Winfield 
Scott. He wintered at Valley Forge and died there after the war of the Revolution 
had closed. On his mothers side, Mr. Pugh's ancestory were Scotch and 
English. 


James Pugh was born in 1790 and in the war of 1812. He was in the first 
Regiment that volunteered from Virginia. He marched to Norfolk under Capt. 
Carter and Colonel Henderson. At Fort Norfolk he served first in heavy artillery 
and was afterward transferred to different points where the fighting was in 
progress. After the close of the war, he continued to live in Virginia, married 
there, moved to Tennessee and then to Indiana settling on White River 7 miles 
below Spencer in 1827 or 1828 being one of the first settlers in Owen County. 
There were ten times as many Indians as white inhabitants. Wild game was so 
plentiful that a feast of fresh meat could be obtained at any hour of any day. 
When Samuel was 8 years old, the family located 3-1/2 miles SE of Neosho, 
Missouri. As they passed thru Neosho, the first log store was in process of 
erection there. The first clerk employed in Anthony's store there was "Jim” 
Raines, afterward General, who was killed in the Rebel Army at Murfreesboro. 


Mr. Pugh was reared in Newton County, Missouri from 1839 to 1854 learning the 
carpenters trade from his father who was about the first contractor and builder in 
that locality. They built the first courthouse for that county, a log structure with 
one door and one or two windows for $143. They also built the Masonic Hall. 
Young Pugh also worked on the new courthouse under Martin Garrison. He 
followed carpentering until he was 17 years of age and then learned 
blacksmithing under Hendrick & McKee at Neosho and afterward he remained a 
year with his father building houses. November 4, 1854, Mr. Pugh started with 
another man to Texas with a small stock of dry goods and notions and 2000 
apple trees which they took to Austin. They traveled thru 37 different counties of 
Texas that winter and 47 towns. In January, Mr. Pugh returned to Austin and 
accepted the superintendency of Judge Sneed's ranch, remained with him until 
June 17 and returned to Missouri where he wound up his affairs and on 24 Sept 
moved with his family to Texas locating 4 miles south of Austin where he had 
100 acres of land. There he followed blacksmithing for 5 years. In 1859 he 
started for Pike's Peak with a team passing thru Indian Territory, Kansas and 
Nebraska to find a train going there, and failing he abandoned the trip. He then 
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settied in Salem, Richardson County, Nebraska and worked there at 
blacksmithing and gunsmithing. While there, he held the offices of City Marshall, 
Deputy Sheriff and Deputy U.S. Marshall and was holding all these offices when 
he left. He raised the first military company that volunteered in that county and 
was elected it's Captain. The company was raised to garrison Western forts. He 
also served in the Home Guards 1-1/2 years and was in a fight with the 
Jayhawkers at Falls City. Between 30 and 50 shots were fired, 2 men killed and 
several wounded. Mr. Pugh lost some blood and a small piece of his ear. 

May 11, 1862 a train was made up, of which he was Captain, and each started 
with 4 oxen and a number of cows for California. Mr. Pugh came by mail and 
stage route up the Platte by way of the Big Blue, Fort Kearney and Fort Laramie 
crossing the S Platte at Julesburg, the N Platte at Louis Bernard’s bridge, 
camped at Independence Rock on the night of July 3 and celebrated the 4th the 
next day. Onward he came by way of Fort Bridger to Salt Lake and the overland 
Stage route to Reese River and the sink of the Carson River to Carson City 
(Nevada) and by way of Placerville (Calif.) to Sacramento passing directly by his 
present place of residence. When he reached Placerville, he was out of money 
and he sold a $100 rifle at the Kingsley House for $10, paid $7.50 for expenses 
and $2.50 for crossing the bridge at Sacramento! He then worked for 

Mr. Crocker, Super. of the Steam Navigation Co. in their yard until he could earn 
enough money to go to his brother's in Sonoma County. There he remained until 
March 1863. Returning to Sacramento, he worked in the shipyard there until the 
middle of May. Next, he followed blacksmithing at Carson City, Nevada for 
about 2 years and then bought a ranch upon Carson River 55 miles from Carson. 
He built a hotel and blacksmith shop upon that place, moulding the brick, laying 
them and doing all the carpenter work himself. When the Central Pacific 
Railroad was built to Wadsworth, it drew the travel from his place and he had to 
leave it, losing all. Then, November 1, 1866, he located on the McCarthy ranch 
in this county (Sacramento) until 1869, following farming and blacksmithing also 
hauling some for building the levee. During the year just mentioned, he bought a 
piece of land in San Joaquim Township, 2 miles east of Florin and continued 
farming and blacksmithing for 5 years and finally purchased 1/2 acre which he 
now occupies (1890) as a residence. Here he built a blacksmith and wagon 
shop, the Washington Hotel, house, barn, stage coach stop, ect. all with his own 
hands. In his political views Mr. Pugh is a Democrat. He has served many years 
as inspector of elections, and one term as school trustee. He was admitted into 
Sacramento Lodge #40, F&AM in 1868 and is still a member of that Lodge and 
he, as well as his family, are members of the Grange. He was married in 
McDonald County Missouri 19 February 1852 to Miss Mary Ann Greer, a native 
of Clarksville, Pike County, Missouri and daughter of William and Ann (Jones) 
Greer. Her father was of Scotch descent and mother of French. She was a child 
when her parents moved to Jasper County, Missouri and subsequently they 
moved to McDonald, 2-1/2 miles from Pierceville. Her mother died in Carson 
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City and her father in Sonoma County, Calif. Mr. and Mrs. Pugh have 9 children 
as follows: 


1 Louis M. b 15 Dec 1852 in Missouri 3 miles from Neosho, and now living 
near Battle Mt. He was made a Mason at Elk Grove (Calif.) on the night 
he was 21, at the youngest age known in the U.S.

estate of said Greer deceased. And it is distinctly understood and declared that 
so far as we the undersigned legatees have an intrest in the estate of the said 
Greer we will divide the same with the said Mary as that her share of said estate 
shall be equal to and commensurate with ours individually but it is likewise 
understood and agreed that either of us may retain our share in kind of any 
particular lands or other property by paying said Mary her proportionable value in 
cash whereever a final division or settlement of said estate can or may take 
place.

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The age for (Green) Berry Greer in the census is consistent with a birth in 1808, as is 
the place of birth. 

There are a number of records regarding the estate of Green B. Greer recorded 
in the records of the Circuit Court, Scott County, Missouri. The order for probate was 
dated April 26, 1852, and recorded at Scott County, Missouri, W.B. G/202, and 
appointed Benjamin Benefield administrator. On August 21, 1852, at Scott County, 
Missouri, W.B. G/254, Elizabeth Greer, the widow of Green B. Greer, and Harrison 
Greer, a son of Green B. Greer, moved for a sale of the decedent's slaves. In October 
1852 at Scott County, Missouri, W.B. G/285, the administrator was authorized to rent 
the Horse Mill for twelve months and on January 28, 1853, at Scott County, Missouri, 
W.B. G/307 the administrator was authorized to sell the Horse Mill. An accounting on 
August 9, 1853, at Scott County, Missouri, W.B. G/355 charged the administrator with.

Although this record indicates an additional 380 acres of land taxed to 1844 Joseph 
Wright, no document for such an acquisition has yet been found and the record was 
changed back to 130 acres the next year and | suspect that this was just a copying 
error in the records. However, after the death of his father, 1844 Joseph Wright was 
taxed on 380 acres of land and described as Joseph Wright, Sr. This was probably 
land considered as his by 1844 Joseph Wright, but actually owned by his father, and 
the correction of the records was not completed until the death of 1815 Joseph Wright. 
As will be set forth below, the will of 1815 Joseph Wright referred to land on which his 
son Joseph Wright then lived. 

On October 3, 1814, at Franklin County, Virginia, D.B. 7/205 Joseph Wright, Sr., 
of Bedford County, that is 1815 Joseph Wright, gave the 130 acres of land on Lynville 
Creek which had been taxed to 1844 Joseph Wright, to 1844 Joseph's sons David 
Wright and Littleberry Wright:

The legal description of Bedford County, Virginia, Deed 17/206 is taken out of order 


because it follows a reverse course from that of Lot number 7, but the similarity of the 


legal descriptions is obvious. At only two points do the descriptions differ, marked by 
"**" above. The first is where in lieu of "S 28 to the river" in Lot number 7, Deed 17/206 
follows the line "Stauntoun river thence up the same as it meanders to Barnett Paynes 
corner Red oak thence with his line N 4 3/4 W 311 poles to a Chestnut thence N 24- 
1/2 E 43 poles to the fork of a Branch." This change in the description may account for 
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the difference in acreage between the two parcels. The second change is where the 
line described in Lot number 7 as merely Morgans line is given metes and bounds in 
Deed 17/206 which are very close to the approximations made from the plat in Bedford 
County W.B. 4/255 and shown on the plat above. 

In any event the conclusion seems fair that the same parcel of land was involved 
in the sale in Bedford County Deed 17/206 as is described in Lot number 7 of Bedford 
County W.B. 4/255. And that means that the Joseph Wright who married Clarissa 
____.____was the son of 1815 Joseph Wright. 

On January 3, 1823, at Franklin County, Virginia, D.B. 10/193 Joseph Wright and 
Clary his wife sold with others a tract of 263 acres to Turner Brown:

Bashams line, South 69 Degrees West 202 poles to a small red oak, North 35

This record reflects the sale of 263 acres of land by Franklin County Deed 10/193, 
although there seems to be 83 acres too many in this listing. 

On about February 7, 1824, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 
Papers Joseph Wright joined other heirs of Joseph Wright to answer the complaint of 
Peter Dent for land due to him from the estate: 


"The joint answers of Joseph Wright Wright Wright Thomas Wright William 
McCormick & Judy his wife & Mary Greer by her agent and attorney in fact Green 
B. Greer as appears by the records of Franklin County to wit: to a Bill Exhibited 
against them and others in Bedford County court by Peter Dent these 
respondents, saving to themselves the benefit of exceptions to the sd Bill for 
answer say 


That Peter Dent is entitled to the Land in the Bill mentioned and ought to have a 
title for the same that the Respondents Joseph Wright, Thomas Wright & William 
McCormack & his wife Judy have conveyed their interest in the same to the sd 
Dent before the suit by sd Dent was instituted and ought therefor to have their 
costs that the Respondent Mary Greer was willing to have conveyed the same

described as Junior, with the following members of his household:

These ages place the birth dates between 1790 and 1800 and, therefore, could not be 
the same as the Joseph Wright who married Clarissa (Drake) Wright in 1793. 


The History Of Union Baptist Church, Hardin County. Kentucky 1808-1867, by 
Mary Josephine Jones included a number of records about this family, including the 


following dispute:

May - The charge against Martin G. Wright for refusing to pay a debt to Joseph 
Wright taken up; after consideration, the church says Margin G. Wright shall pay 
his father the debt. Likewise, Martin G. Wright brings a claim against his father 
Joseph Wright for a loan mare which died in his hands; agreed by the church 
that Martin G. Wright shall have some compensation for the mare. Committee 
appointed to attempt to compromise, but the Wrights made a settlement which 
satisfied the church. 
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June - Letter received from Joseph Wright expressing dissatisfaction with the 
decision made in his case; committee appointed to cite him to attend next 
meeting to answer for his conduct in charging the church with injustice. 


July - Joseph Wright failing to attend, committee appointment to cite him to 
attend next meeting. 


August - Joseph Wright failing to attend, committee to cite him to attend next 
meeting. 


September - Joseph Wright attended, and left the church disorderly and 
requested his name to be erased from the book; therefore, the church considers 
him no more of us. 

The deed and census records in conjunction with the church records indicate 
that Joseph Wright and his wife Martha left Franklin County, Virginia, some time after 
November 6, 1829, and arrived in Hardin County, Kentucky some time before April

This record indicates that Martha (Pagin or Paggins) Wright was born in about 1800. 


The declaration and assignment by Little Berry Wright, a son of Joseph Wright, 
Jr., dated June 19, 1873, and recorded at Meade County, Kentucky, D.B. P/137 has 
already been quoted above in connection with 1763 Thomas Wright. That declaration 


sets forth Littleberry's recollections of his family: 


"Meade County State of Kentucky, United States of America the nineteenth day 
of June A.D. One Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventh Three, 
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! Little Berry Wright of the County State and Country aforesaid was born March 
the 25th twenty day One Thousand Seven Hundred and Ninety One in the 
State of Virginia near Bedford or Franklin County. My father was named Joseph 
Wright Jr. of Bedford County Virginia. he was a Son of Joseph Wright Sr. of the 
County of Bedford and State aforesaid who was my grandfather. 





To the best of my Knowledge my grandfathers, Father was named Joseph 
Wright and moved from England to this Country before the Independence of the 
United States, and married a Miss Kemp, in the Territory now Known as the 
State of Maryland and afterwards removed to what is now Known as Bedford 
County Virginia and lived there until his death. 


My Great Grand Father and mother had nine children, two Sons Joseph, and 
John. Seven daughters Elizabeth who never married and Dorcus are the only 
names of the daughters that | remember but Know that four of the girls married 
One married a man by the name of Smoot (?) but had no children by him the 
three others that were married married men by the names of May, Day & Scott,

for his second wife Clara Drake and had one child by her named Martin G. 
Wright, He married for his third wife Martha Poggins by whom he had four 
children named Elizabeth, Frank, Louise and Mary.

Bedford County Deed 26/128 in conjunction with the Union Baptist Church 
record indicate that Littleberry and Elizabeth (Meador) Wright left Bedford County some 
time after March 8, 1837, and arrived in Hardin County, Kentucky, by June 1837.

their hands and seals date as above.

This record indicates that Samuel Mays and Agness (Wright) Mays were born between 
1760 and 1770. Since her father was residing in Bedford County at that time, Agness 
(Wright) Mays* place of birth was probably Bedford County, Virginia. 

On January 25, 1836, at Davidson County, Tennessee, D.B. Y/417 Samuel Mays 
sold 63 acres of land on the Harpeth River to Thomas L. Fowler. 

The will of Samuel Mays was dated on October 10, 1837, probated on 
September 29, 1838, at Davidson County, Tennessee, W.B. 11/398, and provided as 
follows:

Our Kin stated that Samuel and Agness Mays went to. Davidson County,

In his letter dated February 15, 2001, James Mays enclosed an excerpt from 


West Nashville: Its People And Environs by Sarah Foster Kelley, 1967, which stated 


that: 


"A family who lived downriver to the Linton plantation was that of the Reverend

The Division.and 
Allotment of 1815 Joseph Wright's estate at Bedford County, Virginia, W.B. 4/255 
assigned Lot number 3 in Bedford County consisting of 105 acres to Nancy Meador'’s 
heirs. The Division and Allotment of 1815 Joseph Wright's estate at Bedford County, 
Virginia, W.B. 4/262 assigned her heirs Lot number 7 in Franklin County consisting of 
24 acres. 

The marriage bond of Jane Meador and John Meador was dated on 
September 14, 1818, at Bedford County, Virginia, with the consent of John Turner and 
with Francis G. Harwood as Surety. It is unclear from that entry alone whether it was 
the son John or the daughter Jane of John and Nancy Meador who was being married. 
lt is also unclear whether the consent of John Turner was required for Jane or John or 
both. If the one for whom the consent was required were also the child of John and 
Nancy, it would indicate that John was also dead by September 14, 1818. The solution 
is found in two later powers of attorney. 
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On June 30, 1829, at Bedford County, Virginia, D.B. 21/481 John H. Meador of 
Allen County, Kentucky, executed a Power of Attorney in favor of John Turner of 
Bedford County “to sell for him two tracts of land in Virginia, one in Bedford County and 
the other in Franklin County, in which he holds an undivided interest in right of his late 
grandfather Joseph Wright." 

On November 19, 1827, at Bedford County, Virginia, D.B. 21/481 John Meador 
and Jinny, his wife, Joseph Meador and Nancy, his wife, Jubal W. Meador, and Bennett 
Meador and Judith, his wife, of Sumner County, Tennessee, executed a Power of 
Attorney in favor of John Turner of Bedford County to sell two tracts of land in Virginia 
in the counties of Bedford and Franklin in which they each held an undivided interest. 

These two powers of attorney not only trace the migration of this family and their 
marriages, but identify the daughter Jane as the person who married a second John 
Meador. Since John Turner gave his consent and later acted as their attorney in fact 
with regard to the sale of their inherited land, it suggests that the consent he gave in 
1818 was for Jane to be married and that Jehu Meador was dead by that time along 
with his wife Nancy.

Meade County, Kentucky, D.B. 9/139 identified Nancy Wright as a child of 1815 Joseph

That the said soldier died March 15 1913 at Vernon Illinois that she was not 
divorced from him; that she has not remarried since his death; and that she is 
without other means of support than her daily labor and an actual net income not 
exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars per year.

If Barsheba was at least 16 years of age at the time of her marriage to Joel Simmons, 
then her date of birth would be probably before 1791. Since her father resided in 
Bedford County, the place of birth would be probably at Bedford County, Virginia. 

In his letter dated June 12, 2000, David Seigler stated that on October 10, 1808, 
at Smith County, Tennessee, D.B. C/166 Joel Simmons purchased from James Gwin 
320 acres of land on Long Creek and that in 1808 and 1809 Joel Simmons served on a 
jury. 

Joel Simmons was not listed in the 1810 Census for either Bedford County or 
Franklin County, Virginia. 
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The will of 1815 Joseph Wright dated February 21, 1815, and probated on 


September 11, 1815, at Bedford County, Virginia, Superior Court Book A/15 listed 


Barsheba Simmons as one of his children:

In his letter dated June 12, 2000, David Seigler stated that at Smith County, 
Tennessee, D.B. E/292 Joel Simmons purchased 250 acres of land, that on January 
29, 1817, at Smith County, Tennessee, D.B. F/458 Joel Simmons purchased 103 acres 
of land and that on September 16, 1817, at Smith County, Tennessee, D.B. F/263 Joel 
Simmons purchased 170 acres of land. 

On February 9, 1822, at Franklin County, Virginia, D.B. 10/134 Joel Simmons 
and Barshaba his wife of Smith County, Tennessee, sold two parcels of land to 
Matthew Wright:

would be probably before 1776. 

The Virginia Origins Of A Smith County, Tennessee. McCormack Family by Betty 
Butler Ravenholt stated that on April 6, 1795, at Franklin County, Virginia, D.B. 3/251 
William McCormack purchased 220 acres of Jand from Armstrong Hale. 

The 1810 Census for Franklin County, Virginia, listed one William McCormack 
with the following members of his household:

This record indicates a birth date for William McCormack prior to 1765, but either of the 
two oldest females might be Judith.

Judith McCormack as one of his children: 


".... 3rdly | give and bequeath to my daughter Judith McCormack, wife of 
William McCormack, one negro girl named Tabb, to be by her possessed during 
her natural life, and at her death, ! give the said Negro Girl Tabb, and any 
increase she may have, to the lawful heirs of her body. | also give her one Seal 
Skin Trunk... .” 


In the Division and Allotment of 1815 Joseph Wright's estate at Bedford County, 
Virginia, W.B. 4/255 William and Judith McCormack were alloted 410 acres in Franklin 
County:

In the Division and Allotment at Bedford County, Virginia, W.B. 4/262 they were 
allotted an additional 28 acres in Franklin County: 


"Lot No 3 Containing 28 acres Begining on the River South 44 East 128 poles a 
Hickry on the old line near a Branch thence up the same as it meanders 80 poles 
to a poplar off north 38 West 115 poles to a white oak in the old line north 15

We commissioners appointed by the worshipfull Court of Bedford County to 
divide the land of Joseph Wright Decd have done the same and the names of 
those who drew the lots is in the body of their plats - Lot No 3 drawn by Judith 
McCormick is to pay fifteen Dollars to Lot No 2 drawn by Bershaba Simmons . . . 


A return of sales of the estate of 1815 Joseph Wright that were made in October, 
November, and December 1815 and recorded on December 23, 1815, at Bedford 
County, Virginia, W.B. 4/288 included a listing of William McCormick, who purchased 
the negro slaves Sam and Anne. 

Some time after the sale of the property of the estate of 1815 Joseph Wright, 
William McCormick filed suit against the executors Matthew Wright and James Mays 
claiming he had not been properly credited with what was due him. The records of the 
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case are in File 812 of the Superior Court of Law and Chancery, Lynchburg, Virginia, 
and have been discussed at length in the Section regarding 1815 Joseph Wright above. 
The 1820 Census for Bedford County, Virginia, listed a "William McComack" with 


the following members of his household:

Since the eldest male is younger than one in the 1810 Census for Franklin County, this 
is probably not the William McCormack who married Judith Wright, but may be his son. 

On about February 7, 1824, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 
Papers William McCormick and Judy McCormick joined other heirs of Joseph Wright to 
answer the complaint of Peter Dent for land due to him from the estate: 


"The joint answers of Joseph Wright Wright Wright Thomas Wright William 
McCormick & Judy his wife & Mary Greer by her agent and attorney in fact Green 
B. Greer as appears by the records of Franklin County to wit: to a Bill Exhibited 
against them and others in Bedford County court by Peter Dent these 
respondents, saving to themselves the benefit of exceptions to the sd Bill for 
answer say 


That Peter Dent is entitled to the Land in the Bill mentioned and ought to have a 
title for the same that the Respondents Joseph Wright, Thomas Wright & William 
McCormack & his wife Judy have conveyed their interest in the same to the sd 
Dent before the suit by sd Dent was instituted and ought therefor to have their 
costs that the Respondent Mary Greer was willing to have conveyed the same 
but was out of the country that her husband is dead and she is willing to such 
decree as will vest her right & Interest in the same in the sd Peter Dent and 
having fully answered pray to be dismissed with their costs &c

On September 16, 1830, Matthew Wright and James Mayse, as executors of the 


‘will of Joseph Wright, obtained a summons from the Superior Court of Chancery at 


Lynchburg against the heirs of William McCormack with regard to enforcement of a 


judgment obtained against William McCormack. Copies of the records of this case are 


in File 320 of the Bedford County, Virginia, Court of Chancery. The summons indicated 


that William McCormack died before September 16, 1830. The heirs were listed as 


follows:

The Virginia Origins Of A Smith County, Tennessee, McCormack Family by Betty 
Butler Ravenholt stated that the 1830 Census for Smith County, Tennessee, listed a 


female aged 40 to 50 in the William McCormack household and from other evidence 
set forth below this was probably Judith (Wright) McCormack. 
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On June 30, 1831, in the Superior Court of Chancery for the Lynchburg District, 
File 320, Matthew Wright and James Mayse filed their complaint for recovery as follows: 


"To the Honourable Judge of the superior Court of Chancery for the Lynchburg 
district. The bill of complaint of Matthew Wright and James Mays Executors of 
Joseph Wright decd. respectfully represent That on the ____ day of ____ they 
recovered a decree of this Honbl Court against William McCormack late of 
Franklin County, Va. for neer about the sum of $300 more or less a copy of 
which decree is herewith filed marked A and sued out their Execution of fiere 
facias for the same upon which nothing could be made. Shortly after which sd. 
Wm. McCormack departed this life intestate leaving little or no personal property 
that your orators could ever ascertain but seized & possessed of a tract of land 
of___ acres more or less situated lying & being on Gills Creek or [unreadable] in 
Franklin County bought of one Armstrong Hale some 40 years ago which land is 
probably worth some five six or eight hundred dollars and also leaving a widow 
by name Judith McComack and the following children to wit. John McComack 
Anderson McComack Right McComack William McComack Abraham McComack 
Nancy McComack Polly McComack and two daughters to wit Frances who 
intermarried with Abraham with Michael Hutts. That administration 
was duly granted to John S. Burwell as Sheriff of Franklin County. That the 
widow aforesaid is probably entitled to dower of the land aforesaid & each of the 
children herein before named are probably entitled to an interest in the same. 
Said admr. aforesaid or his deputy Saml Hale have been renting out said land 
since the death of said intestate and collecting said rents & profits your orators 
are advised that as they are unable to make any part of the amount of their 
decree aforesaid out of any thing personal left by sd. decedent that they can 
[unreadable] procure the amount of the same out of the proceeds of sd. 
land its rent profits. They therefore pray of this Honb! court a decree for the sale 
of said land by a suitable commissioner that the proceeds of sd. sale be by such 
comr. paid to your orators in satisfaction of same, that sd. admr Burwell be 
required to settle his administration account of said decedents estate before a 
Comr. of this Honbl court &___ of the rents & profits of sd. land & that he pay 
the same to your orators towards the satisfaction of the Judy aforesaid & the 
Interest thereon & costs of this suit. Your orators therefore pray that said widow 
Judith McComack John McComack Anderson McComack Right McComack 
William McComack Abraham McComack Nancy McComack Polly McComack 
Abraham Showalters & Frances his wife Michael Hutts & Judith his wife & John 
Burwell admr. of sd. Wm McComack decd. be made defendants to this bill & full 
true & perfect answer make to the same that they say what interest they have or 
claim in sd. land what other property sd. decedent left at his death what has 
become of the same how much of sd. land there is that belonged to sd. 
decedent at his death its value &c and finally that you grant to your orators all 
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such other & further aid assistance & relief as their case may require and as may

On January 26, 1835, in File 320 Matthew Wright testified that all of the 
defendants of the case, except for Anderson McCormack, resided outside of the state 
of Virginia. 

The Virginia Origins Of A Smith County. Tennessee, McCormack Family by Betty 
Butler Ravenholt stated that in September 1839 at Smith County, Tennessee, D.B. 
P/231 William McCormack and John N. Rhodes deeded 68 1/2 acres of land in Smith 
County, Tennessee, to Judy McCormack and that on January 1, 1840, at Smith County, 
Tennessee, D.B. 1/169 Judith McCormack purchased land on Buffalo Creek from 
Samuel McClellin. 

A summons in File 320 through the Sheriff of Franklin County, Virginia, was 
acknowledged as served by Anderson McCormack on April 4, 1840, indicating his 
residence in that county at that time. 

On June 28, 1841, in File 320 Moses G. Carper gave his deposition regarding 
the records of Franklin County, Virginia, relating to land owned and taxed to William 
McCormack: 


"The deposition of Moses G. Carper taken in Franklin Court house in the State of 
Virginia, on Monday the 28th day of June 1841, to be read as evidence in a suit 
now depending in the Circuit Superior Court of Law & Chancery for the County of 
Bedford in which Matthew Wright and James Mays executors of Joseph Wright 
decd. are plaintiffs and John S. Burwell admr. of William McComack decd. and 
Anderson McComack & others are defendants - The deponent being duly sworn, 
deposeth and saith, 


That it appears from the records of the County Court of Franklin, (of which Court, 
deponent is Clerk) that Armstrong Hale on the 6th of April 1795, conveyed to 
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William McComack by deed, a tract of Land containing 220 acres, be the same, 
more or tess, which will more fully appear by reference to a copy of the said 
deed, hereto annexed - that the said tract of Land was thereupon in the year 
1796, transfered and charged to said Wm McComack on the Commissioners 
Books of the said county, that there appears no description of the said tract of 
land on the Commissioners Books, as to what waters it lies on &c until the year 
1812, in which said year it is described as lying on Gills Creek, and is variously 
described thereafter on said Books, until the year 1822 as lying on "Gills Creek" - 
"waters of Gills Creek" and "B. of Gills Creek,” meaning a Branch of Gills Creek, 
as deponent supposes- In the year 1821 William McComack conveyed 108 
acres of land to one Michael Hutts Jr, and in the year 1822 it appears that the 
Commissioner of the revenue has deducted that number of acres from the 220 
acres aforesaid, as said McComack is charged in that year and also in 1823, 
with a tract of 112 acres, described as lying on a "branch of Gills Creek." In the 
year 1824 the said McComack is again charged on the Commissioners Books 
with a tract of 220 acres, described as lying on a "Branch of Gills Creek, and 
agreeing in the distance and bearing from the Court house, the price per acre, 
and total value with the tract of 220 acres charged to said McComack in the year 
1821. 


The said William McComack continued so to be charged with the same 220 
acres until his death, and also so charged after his death until the present year 
with the same, being described until the year 1841 as lying on the waters of Gills 
creek, but described in the year last named as lying on "Linville C". deponent 
further states that said McComack at the time the tract of 108 acres was 
conveyed to Hutts, was charged with between 8 and 900 acres of land, in four 
different tracts, two of which were described as lying on the waters of Gills creek, 
one on Linville, and one on Indian run. 


This deponent is satisfied from an examination of the Commissioners Books at 
the time the transfer was made to Hutts as aforesaid, that the Commissioner 
erred in taking the 108 acres from the 220 acre tract, and gives the following 
reasons therefor. In the year 1821 McComack is charged with two tracts on Gills 
Creek, one of 220 acres and the other of 154 acres, in 1822 and 1823 he is 
charged with 112 acres and the 154 acres as before. In 1824 he is charged with 
the 220 acres and a Branch of Gills creek, and a tract of 46 acres "joining”- the 
tract of 220 acres in the year 1821 is charged at $3. per acre, and the tract of 
154 acres at $2. pr. The tract of 108 acres transfered to Hutts is charged at $2. 
per acre, and the 112 acres at $3. per acre, in 1824, the 220 acres again 
charged to McComack is $3 per acre, and the 46 acres $2. per acre. 
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Deponent further states that the 220 acres aforesaid, now charged to Wm. 
McComack decd. was assessed under the late assessment of Land at $1.50 
cents per acre, and further sayeth not.

"The deposition of Samuel Beard of Lawful age taken at the dwelling house of 
Stepen Wood in Franklin County persuant to notice on the 29 day of June 1841 
to be Read as Evidence in a suit now depending and undetermined in the Circuit 
Superior Court of Law and Chancery for the County of Bedford Mathew Wright 
and James Mays Executors of Joseph Wright Decd. plaintiffs and James S. 
Burwell administrator of William MCommack Decd. Anderson MCommack and 
Others defendants. After being first sworn deposeth and sayeth

The death of plaintiff Matthew Wright required the filing of an amended bill of 


complaint and the revival of the case in the name of the surviving executor. 


On October 5, 1841, in File 320 the court ordered John S. Burwell, the sheriff of 


Franklin County and the administrator of the estate of William McCormack, to render his 


account of the estate in his hands. 


On May 4, 1842, in File 320 the court further ordered the payment of the 


judgment from the assets of the estate of William McCormack and, since that would not 


satisfy the judgment, also ordered the sale of the land of William McCormack remaining 


in Franklin County to satisfy the judgment: 
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"At a Circuit Superior Court of Law and Chancery held for Bedford County the 
4th day of May 1842. 


Matthew Wright and James Mays Executors of Joseph Wright deceased Plaintiffs 
against 

Judith McCormack, John McCormack, Andrew McCormack Wright McCormack, 
William McCormack, Abraham McCormack, Nancy McCormack, Polly

In Chancery 


This day this cause came on to be heard upon the papers formerly read and the 
report of Commissioner Wharton made in pursuance of a decretal order 
pronounced in this cause on the 5th day of October 1841, to which there is no 
exception, and was argued by Counsel, Upon consideration whereof the Court 
approving said report doth confirme it, and doth adjudge order and decree that 
the defendant John S. Burwell late Sheriff of Franklin County and as such 
administrator of the Said William McCormack decd. out of the estate of his 
intestate in his hands to be administered if so much thereof be hath if not, out of 
his own proper estate, do pay to the plaintiff in part satisfaction of his debt 
against the said William McCormack the sum of one hundred and ninety nine 
dollars and eighty two with interest thereon after the rate of six per cent per 
annum from the 1st day of January 1842 till paid, and it appearing from the 
statement filed in this cause marked A (which Statement is approved by the 
Court and hereby confirmed) that after deducting the sum of money above 
decreed in favor of the plaintiffs against the defendant Burwell, there still remains 
due to the plaintiff on the decree of the late Superior Circuit of Chancery for the 
Lynchburg district in the bill and proceedings mentioned the sum of Four 
hundred and Sixty dollars and twelve cents with legal interest on three hundred 
and Sixteen dollars and fifty cents as part thereof from the Said 1st day of 
January 1842 till paid, and the Court being of opinion that the lands lying in the 
County of Franklin whereof the Said William McCormack died Seized and liable 
for the said last mentioned sum, doth further adjudge, order and decree, that 
unless the Said defendants or some one or more of them do within thirty days 
from this day pay to the plaintiff the said sum of Four hundred and Sixty dollars 
and twelve cents, with interest on three hundred and Sixteen dollars and fifty one 
cents as part thereof to be computed after the rate of Six per cent per annum 
from the said 1st day of January 1842, and the costs of this Suit, that 

Gustavus A. Wingfield and James F. Johnson who are hereby appointed 
Commissioners for that purpose, either of whom may act do after having 
advertised the same at the Courthouse of Franklin County and other public 
places in Said county for four weeks previous to such Sale, proceed to sell the 
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land in the bill and proceedings mentioned on the premises to the highest bidder,

He aided his father till his marriage with Harriet 
Crayton, February 15, 1849. She was born in Indiana. Her parents were 
Thomas and Susan (May) Crayton. Her mother was a sister to the Hon. George 
May, of Fountain county. Mr. Hutts settled on forty acres of land and given to 
him by his father, giving his father $100 in consideration of improvements in 
deadening. Within twelve years Mr Hutts added another forty acres, built a 
house and barn, and saved $3,000. In 1865 he engaged in the mercantile 
business in Hillsboro, then located at Jacksonville, and in 1877 opened a store in 
Harvesburg. Here he keeps a stock of dry goods, clothing, groceries, ets. and is 
doing a good trade. He owns 120 acres of land in Fuontain county and 20 acres 
adjoining the town of Brazil. He is worth about $10,000. Politically he has been 
a lifelong democrat. He is an Odd Fellow. Mrs. Hutts is a member of the 
Christian Church. They have had eleven chidlren, of whom but three are living 
one boy and two girls.” 


In her letter dated November 5, 1997, Eleanor Bassett enclosed family group 
sheets which included the following newspaper article: 


"Almost another murder to stain the records of Fountain County 


Last Saturday occurred another attempt at murder in Fountain county. Giles 
Hutts was the victim, and a German whose name we failed to learn did the 
shooting. The particulars are about as follows, Hutts met the German with whom 
he is well acquainted and called out "How are you, you d--m Dutchman” The 
German whipped out his pistol and fired at Hutts. The ball grazed his side 
cutting through his clothing.

No arrest has been made.”

Bridges, as sheriff as aforesaid cause but no farther or otherwise by 
Testimony of said John Bridges, sheriff as aforesaid here unto has set his hand 
and seal to the last mentioned court 29th November 1849.

These entries together with the 1810 and 1820 Censuses indicate a birth date 
for Martha "Patsey" Mayse between 1780 and 1784 and a birth date for James Mayse 
between 1776 and 1780. 

The 1880 Census for Bedford County, Virginia, listed a Joseph W. Mays, one of 
the children of James and Patsey Mayse, and stated that both his parents were born in 
Virginia. Since 1815 Joseph Wright resided in Bedford County, Martha's place of birth 
was probably at Bedford County, Virginia. 

Bedford County. Virginia. Genealogical Records, citing the Bible record of 
Joseph Wright Mays, listed the death of James Mayse on September 18, 1847. 

The will of James Mayse was dated March 25, 1847, and probated on 
September 8, 1847, at Bedford County, Virginia, W.B. 12/494, and provided as follows:

It is further my will and desire that my said Executor be 
invested with full power to arbitrate settle and compromise any business that he 
may think proper respecting my said estate.

This record confirms the marriage of Polly Mays to__ Worley. 

The 1880 Census for Bedford County listed Polly Worley, a member of the 
household of Joseph W. Mays, as his sister. She was listed in that census as aged 73 
and born in Virginia, making her birth date in about 1807.

Matthew Wright was appointed co-executor with his brother- in-law James Mayse 
of the estate of his father 1815 Joseph Wright. As such, Matthew Wright was sued as 
executor on September 20, 1817, by Joseph Greer regarding the sale of the slave 
Peter and his subsequent death. That suit was recorded in File 316 of the Superior 
Court of Law and Chancery at Lynchburg and has been discussed above in connection 
with the estate of 1815 Joseph Wright. Matthew Wright was also sued on November 6, 
1818, by his brother-in-law William McCormack regarding the amount due to William 
McCormack from the estate. That suit was recorded in File 812 of the Superior Court of 
Law and Chancery at Lynchburg and has been discussed in connection with 1815 
Joseph Wright of Bedford County above. 

In January 1819 at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose Papers the 
court ordered the viewing of a road from Matthew Wright's residence across the Blue 
Ridge. and to the main road in Botetourt County: 

"Bedford January Court 1819. 

On the motion of William Settle It is ordered that William Miller Abraham Baker 

Jacob Foutz and James Adams or any three being sworn do view a way for a 


road from Matthew Wrights across the Blue ridge to where it will connect with the 
road that leads into the main road in Botetourt County & report to Court the 
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conveniences and inconveniences that will result as well to the public in general 
as to individuals by the establishment of the same

"This Indenture made and entered into this 25th day of June 1842, between 
Joseph P. Wright and Eliza his wife of the County of Bedford and State of 
Virginia of the first part, and the lawful heirs of Matthew Wright Deceased, of the 
second part, Witnesseth: that for and in consideration of the sum of three 
hundred dollars to them in hand paid, the receipt whereof is hereby 
acknowledged, hath given, granted, bargained and sold, unto Matthew Wright 
during his life time, and by these presents doth give, grant, bargain, sell and 
confirm unto his lawful heirs their heirs and assigns forever, a certain tract or 
parcel of land, situate and lying in Bedford County on the waters of Beaverdam 
Creek and bounded as follows Viz. Beginning at a walnut in James's line, and 
along his line N. 17° E. 49-1/2 poles to a gum, N. 42-1/4 W. 70 poles to a large 
rock near the mouth of a small branch, N. 50-1/2 E. 6 poles to a blazed maple, 
N. 2-1/2 W. 48 poles to a red oak in an Ivy Clift W. 17 E. 37-1/2 poles to a small 
gum on a branch, N. 46-1/4 E. 27 poles to a white oak down by Samuel Wests 
fence, thence along his lines N. 48-1/2 E. 28 poles, N. 77 W. 39 poles to a pine 
corner to James, thence along his lines S. 39 E. 106 poles to a smal! gum in 
Matthew Wright Decd. line, thence along his lines S. 46-3/4 W. 58 poles to 
pointers on a ridge S. 9 E. 95 poles to a maple on a branch, S. 14 W. 60 poles to 
a stake in mouth of Jane near the road, N. 65-1/2 W. 95-1/2 poles to the 
beginning - containing one hundred and sixty six acres.

division of the lands of Matthew Wright was recorded and the commissioners allowed 


their fees: 
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"A division of the lands of Matthew Wright Deceased produced in Court and 
ordered to be recorded. And it is ordered that William Johnson, & George 
Overstreet two of the Commissioners who divided said land, be allowed five days 
each, at two dollars pr. day - and the other Commissioner Edmund McGeorge 
seven days at two dollars pr. day, for their services in dividing said land." 


On about October 24, 1842, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 


Papers the heirs of Matthew Wright filed a complaint for the sale of certain of the slaves 
of the estate: 


"To The Worshipfull the justices of the County Court of Bedford in Chancery 
sitting 


The Bill of Complaint of your oraters & oratrices Joseph P. Wright John A. Wright 
Wright H. Wright Milly Wright, Valentine G. Camper & Jane his wife late Jane 
Wright, Wilson Meador & Polly his wife late Polly Wright Francis Johnson & 
Nancy his wife late Nancy Wright & John Compton & Lydia his wife late late 
Lydia Wright Respectfully represents unto your worships that Matthew Wright 
late of this County departed this life intestate on the __ day of__ possessed 
among other property of four slaves named Andy Charlotte, John & William. 
That dower has been assigned to the widow of the said Matthew Wright Decd. 
and after assigning the same the four slaves above named remain to be divided 
among the distributees of said Intestates estate. They further represent unto 
your Worships that a certain Peter M. Wright administered on the estate of the 
said Matthew and has in his hands other sufficient assets to pay off & discharge 
all the debts and demands against the estate of his intestate without resorting to 
the slaves. That the said slaves can not be divided in kind among the 
distributees but will have to be sold for the purpose of distribution. And That the 
following persons are entitled to distribution in the said slaves as the children & 
heirs at law of the said Matthew Wright Decd to wit Your Orators & oratrixes 
Joseph P. John A. & Milly Wright Wright H Wright Jane Camper, Polly Meador 
Nancy Johnson, & Lydia Compton and Peter M. Wright & Nancy Jane Compton 
Matthew M. Compton, & Henry G. Compton children & heirs of Isaiah & Julia 
Compton decd. formerly Julia Wright (the last three of whom are infants under 
the age of twenty one years). To the end therefore that that right & justice may 
be done in the premises and for as much as they are without remedy at law your 
Orators & oratrices pray that the said Peter M. Wright as well in his character of 
admr. as in his own right & the said Nancy Jane Compton, Matthew M Compton 
and Henry G. Compton the three last of whom are infants may by the proper 
process be made defendants to this bill & compelled (the said Peter M. on oath 
& the infants by a Guardian to be assigned them for that purpose) full true & 
perfect answers to make to all the allegations herein contained. And finally the 
premises considered may it please your worships to decree a sale of the slaves 
aforesaid upon such terms & conditions as to you may seem most expedient and 
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cause the proceeds of such sale to be divided ammong your oraters & oratrixes 
& the other distributees of said Intestate according to their respective rights and 
Grant Your Orators & Oratrixes the Commonwealths writ of Subpoena &c and all 
such other & further relief as the nature of this case may require & equity & 
justice Dictate and as in duty bound they will ever pray &c 


Wingfield & Johnson pq” 


On about October 24, 1842, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 
Papers Peter M. Wright filed his answer to the complaint of the heirs of Matthew Wright 
for the sale of certain of the slaves of the estate: 


"The Seperate Answer of Peter M Wright as administrator of Matthew Wright 
decd. and in his own right to a bill of Complaint exhibited against him & others in 
the County Court of Bedford by Joseph P Wright & others - This Respondent 
saving all proper excetions to said bill for answer thereto says. That he admits 
the death of the said Matthew Wright that the persons named in the bill are his 
heirs & distributees that this respondent administered upon his estate, and that 
sufficient assets have come to his hands (exclusive of the slaves to pay all the 
debts & liabilities against said Intestates estate so far as this defendant knows or 
has heard of. And he is willing that the said slaves may be sold according to the 
prayer of the bill and that their proceeds may be divided among the said 
distributees upon their giving the usual refunding bond & having fully answered 
he prays to be herein dismissed &c." 


On October 24, 1842, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose Papers 
the Compton children by their guardian filed their answer to the complaint of the heirs of 


Matthew Wright for the sale of certain of the slaves of the estate: 


"The joint answer of Nancy Jane Compton, Matthew M Compton & Henry G. 
Compton infants by Ro C Mitchell specially assigned their Guardian to a bill of 
Complaint exhibited against them by Joseph P. Wright & others in the County 
Court of Bedford - This Defendant saving ail proper exceptions to said Bill for 
answer thereunto by their said Guardians answer & say 


That they are infants of tender years, and pray that they may be allowed to place 
themselves under the discretion & control of this Court for the protection of their 
rights in the premises & that your worships will make such decree as is right & 
just & as in duty bound they will ever pray &c.” 

On about October 24, 1842, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 


Papers ordered the sale of certain of the slaves of the estate Matthew Wright: 
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“Wright & ux v Wright &c Chy 


On the Motion of the plaintiffs by counsel the doth appoint Ro C. Mitchell 
Guardian ad litem to the infant defendants to defend their rights in this suit. And 
thereupon this Cause came on to be heard by consent (the adults by their 
counsel] & the infants by their said Guardian) upon the bill of the plaintiffs 
answers of the defendant Peter M. Wright & the said infants by their said 
Guardian and was argued by Counsel, upon Consideration whereof the Court 
doth adjudge order & decree that the slaves in the bill mentioned after having 
been first advertised in one of the newspapers published in Lynchburg & at the 
Courthouse & other public places in this County for at least 3 weeks, be sold at 
public auction to the highest bidder on a credit of 12 months the purchasers 
giving bonds with approved security. And the Court doth further adjudge order & 
decree that Peter M. Wright be & he is hereby appointed a Commissioner to sell 
the said Slaves & carry this decree into effect. And that he report his 
proceedings herein to this Court in order to a final Decree" 


A similar order was filed in October 1842 at Bedford County, Virginia, County 


Court Order Book 28/59: 


"Wright &c. vs Wright &c. Chy: On the motion of the plaintiffs by counsel the 
Court doth appoint Robert C. Mitchell Guardian ad litem to the infant defendants 
to defend their rights in this suit - And thereupon this cause came on to be heard 
by consent (the adults by their counsel, and the infants by their guardian ad 
litem,) upon the bill of the plaintiffs, answers of the defendants Peter M. Wright, 
and the said infants by their said guardian, and was argued by counsel. Upon 
consideration whereof, the Court doth adjudge, order, and decree, that the 
slaves in the bill mentioned, after having been first advertised in one of the 
newspapers published in Lynchburg, and at the Courthouse and other public 
places in this County for at least three weeks, be sold at public auction to the 
highest bidder on a credit of twelve months, the purchasers giving bonds with 
approved security - And the Court doth further adjudge, order, and decree, that 
Peter M. Wright be, and he is hereby appointed a Commissioner to sell the said 
slaves, and carry this decree into effect, and that he report his proceedings 
herein to this Court, in order to a final decree. And liberty is reserved to the 
infant defendants to shew cause against this decree, at any time within six 


months after they shall respectively have attained the age of twenty one years.” 


On about February 28, 1843, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loosé 


Papers Peter M. Wright, as administrator of the estate of Matthew Wright, filed a 
complaint against Fleming Neighbours for payment of a debt of $75: 
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"Bedford County Virginia 


Bedford County to wit - Peter M Wright administrator of Matthew Wright 
deceased, complains of Fleming Neighbours in custody &c of a plea of trespass 
on the case For this, that a certain Joseph Feather on the 20th day of August 
1838, at the county aforesaid by his certain writing obligatory sealed with his seal 
the date whereof is the day & year aforesaid, promised to pay the said 
defendant, on or before the first day of January next after the date of the said 
writing obligatory in the sum of seventy Five dollars - And the said defendant 
after the making of the said writing obligatory, to wit on the 21st day of February 
1839, at the county aforesaid & during the lifetime of the said Matthew Wright for 
value received of him to wit the amount of the said writing obligatory assigned 
the said writing obligatory to the said Matthew Wright and subscribed his name 
to the said assignment. And the said plaintiff avers, that after the expiration of 
the time appointed for the payment the sum of money specified in the said 
writing obligatory the same not having been paid to wit on the __ day of August 
1841, a suit was instituted upon the said writing obligatory to recover the sum of 
money specified therein against the said Joseph Feather in the county court of 
_____ and on the __ day of November 1841 a Judgment was rendered in said suit 
against the said Joseph Feather for the said sum of $75- with interest the 1st day 
of January 1839 till payment __ costs of suit amounting to $__ as bya 
transcript of the record & proceedings in that suit will appear and the said plaintiff 
avers, that upon said Judgment the said Matthew Wright during his lifetime, to 
wit on the 23rd day of November 1841, caused to be issued from the office of 
said court a writ of fieri facias directed to the Sheriff of said county commanding 
him that of the goods & chattels of the said Joseph Feather in his bailiwick he 
should cause to be made the debt interest & costs aforesaid on which writ the 
said Sheriff, by Thomas F Taylor his deputy made the following return "No 
effects found". The said Thomas F Taylor being then a legally constituted 
deputy for Thomas Fowler, who was then & there the Sheriff of said County of 
Roanoke And the said plaintiff saith that the said sum of money in said writing 
specified is still wholly unpaid, of all which the said defendant, heretofore to wit 
onthe _ dayof___ at the said county of Bedford had notice. By reason 
whereof the said defendant became liable to pay the said Matthew Wright the 
said sum of money specified in the said writing obligatory with interest thereon 
and costs as aforesaid and being so liable the said defendant in consideration 
thereof during the lifetime of the said Matthew Wright to wit on the day & year 
last aforesaid at the county aforesaid undertook and promised the said Matthew 
Wright to pay him the same when thereto afterwards required 


And for this also that the said defendant during the lifetime of the said Matthew 
Wright to wit on the said __ day of__ was indebted to the said Matthew Wright 
in the sum of $__ for so much money before that time had and received by the 
said defendant to & for the use of the said Matthew Wright, and in the further 
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sum of $_ the ballance then & there found to be due from the said defendant to 
the said Matthew Wright on an account then & there stated between them. And 
being so indebted the said defendant on the day & year last aforesaid at the 
county aforesaid, undertook & promised the said Matthew Wright to pay him the 
said two last mentioned sums of money on request. Yet the said deft although 
often requested so to do, hath not paid the said several sums of money, or any 
or either of them or any part thereof either to the said Matthew Wright during his 
lifetime or to the said plaintiff admr as aforesaid since his death but to pay the 
same have wholly refused and the said defendant still refuses - To the damage 
of the plaintiff $200 & therefore he sues

On July 24, 1843, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Order Book 28/162 
commissioners were appointed to settle the account of Peter M. Wright as administrator 
of the estate of Matthew Wright: 


"Ordered that Thomas Mead and Stephen C. Hurt or either of them, being first 
sworn, state and settle the account current of the estate of Matthew Wright 
Deceased with Peter M. Wright his administrator, and make report to Court." 


On November 7, 1843, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose Papers 
Peter M. Wright, as commissioner, filed his report of the sale of the slaves of the estate 
of Matthew Wright: 


"Agreeable to a decree of the County Court of Bedford in the case of Wright's 
and others against Wright at the October term 1842, the undersigned who was

bidder & the purchaser of Charlotte at three hundred and twelve dollars George 
Overstreet was the highest bidder and the purchaser of John at three hundred 
and one dollars Francis Johnson was the highest bidder and the purchaser of 
William at one hundred and forty nine dollars and fifty cents the above Negroes 
were sold on twelve months credit for which | took bonds with good Security

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In November 1844 at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Order Book 28/365 
Charles L. Cobbs was appointed commissioner to sell the slaves of the estate of 
Matthew Wright and report back to court: 


By consent of the parties by their counsel the Court 
without at present deciding any of the points in Controversy between the parties 
doth adjudge, order and decree that Charles L. Cobbs who is hereby appointed a 
commissioner for the purpose, do after having previously advertised the time, 
place and terms of sale for one month in some newspaper printed in the town of 
Lynchburg and at the front door of the Courthouse of this County on some court 
day expose to sale by way of public auction on a credit of twelve months taking 
from the purchasers respectively, bonds with good personal security for the 
payment of the purchase money the slaves in the bill mentioned, and the issue 
of the females of them if any born since the institution of this suit and report to 
the Court his proceedings hereupon in order to a final decree.”

slaves of the estate of Matthew Wright and to distribute the proceeds to the heirs:

This day this Cause Came on to be finally heard on the papers formerly read and 
the report of the Commissioner Peter M Wright appointed by a decretal order of 
this Court on the 26 February 1844 to Collect the purchase money for which the 
slaves in the bill and proceedings mentioned were sold. On consideration 
whereof the Court doth adjudge order and decree that the said Commissioners 
do after paying the costs of this proceeding and retaining to himself legal 
Commissions on the money collected do divide the residue of the Money into ten 
equal parts, one part whereof he is to retain to himself - another part thereof to 
retain to himself as Guardian of Nancy J. Matthew M and Henry G Compton 
infant Children of |saiah and Julia Compton another part thereof - pay to Joseph 
P. Wright another part thereof, pay to John A. Wright another part thereof, pay to 
Wright H. Wright another part thereof pay to Milly Wright another part thereof, 
pay to Valentine G. Camper and Jane his wife another part thereof pay to Wilson 
Meador and Polly his wife another part thereof pay to Francis Johnson and 
Nancy his wife another part thereof and pay to John Compton and Lydia his wife 
and liberty is reserved to the infant defendants to show Cause if any they can 
against this decree at any time after they shall have respectively attained the age 
of twenty one years” 
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The same order was filed in June 1845 at Bedford County, Virginia, County 
Court Order Book 28/741. 
On about June 23, 1845, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 


Papers Peter M. Wright reported to the court that he had the proceeds on hand from 
the sale of the slaves of the estate of Matthew Wright: 


“Agreable to a decree of the County Court of Bedford pronounced at the 
February term 1844 in the Case of Wright &c vs Wright &c the undersigned who 
was appointed a Commissioner to collect the money for which the Slaves Anda 
Charlotte and John & William sold pursuant to a decree rendered in the same 
case on the 24th Octo 1842 respectfully reports to the Court that he has the 
money now in his hands ready for distribution

In about September 1845 at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 
Papers Peter M. Wright, as administrator of the estate of Matthew Wright, filed a 
complaint against Samuel Stoner, John Stoner, and William McDermed for payment of 
a debt of $300:

Bedford County to Wit - Peter M. Wright administrator of Matthew Wright 
deceased Plaintiff complains of Samuel Stoner, John Stoner and William 
McDermed defendants in custody &c of a plea of debt that they render unto him 
the sum of Three hundred dollars which they unjustly detain from him For that 
whereas the said defendants by the names of Samuel Stoner, John Stoner and 
Wm M Dermed on the 22nd day of January 1840 made thier certain writing 
obligatory sealed with their seals and to the Court now here shewn the date 
whereof is the same day & year last aforesaid whereby for value Recd they and 
each of them promised, and bound themselves their heirs and assigns to pay 
unto Mathew Wright the Just and full sum of Three hundred dollars the same to 
be returned in Silver if required to be paid to the said Mathew Wright whenever 
they the Said defendants should be thereto afterwards required. Nevertheless 
the said defendants nor either of them although often requested did not pay the 
said sum of three hundred dollars to the said Mathew Wright in his life time nor 
have they or either of them paid the same to the said Plaintiff since his death, but 
the same or any part thereof to pay either to the said Matthew Wright in his life 
time or to the said Plaintiff, since his death they and each of them have hitherto 
failed and refused and still fail and refuse to pay the same to the damage of the 
Plaintiff $20 and therefore he brings his suit &c and the PItff brings into court 
here the letters of administration on the estate of the said Matthew Wright decd 
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whereby it appears that he is the duly appointed administrator of the said 
Matthew Wright decd.

Mrs. Parker's corrections to Our Kin listed Matthew Wright's wife as Nancy 
Holland, but no source was given for this information. 

In her letter dated September 11, 1984, Mrs. Paulette Wilson enclosed a copy of 
a statement prepared by Mrs. N. A. McManaway, a daughter of Peter Meador Wright, 
Sr: 

“Our Great-Grandmother Holland's maiden name was Meador. Her daughter 

Nancy Holland married Matthew Wright. From this union Sprang Jane, Peter 


Meador, Mary, and Joseph Pate, Millie, Nancy, John Asher, Lydia, Julia and 
Wright Holland. 


Jane married Valentine Campor, Peter Meador married Susan James. Mary 
married Wilson Meador. Joseph P. wed Eliza Adams. Nancy wed Francis 
Johnson. John A. wed Libby Craft. Lydia wed John Compton. Julia wed Isiah 
Compton. Wright H. wed June Burford, (she bore him five children and died). 
Later he married Minerva Foutz. Aunt Millie died a maid. The others each 
raised a family.

If Jane was at least 16 years of age at the time of her marriage, then her date of birth 
would be probably before 1813.

bound himself, his heirs Exer Admr &c to pay to the said Plaintiff the just Sum of 
thirty five dollars and eighty seven cents lawful money of Va. for value received, 
to be paid to the said Plaintiff two days after the date of the said writing 
obligatory Yet the said defendant, although thereto often requested, has not paid 
the said sum of money or any part thereof to the said Plaintiff. But the same to 
pay he has hitherto wholly refused and still refuses to the damage of the Plaintiff 
$20. And therefore he sues &c.

On September 6, 1844, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose Papers 
a summons was issued against Jeremiah Cawley to answer the complaint of Peter M. 
Wright for payment of a debt of $35.87:

on the 17" day of May 1803, containing three hundred acres, lying on both sides 
of Beaverdam Creek in this County, until the trial of an action of ejectment 
instituted by the said Preast against the said Franklin in the Circuit Superior 
Court of Law and Chancery of this County, and until the further order of this 
Court, and thereupon said Joseph Preast entered into and acknowledged a bond 
in the penalty of sixty six dollars and sixty six cents, conditioned according to 
law.” 


On November 30, 1844, at Franklin County, Virginia, D.B. 20/285 Peter M. and 


Susan Wright sold one-half of 304 acres of land to Joseph C. Hawley:

belonging or in any wise appertaining free from the claims or demands of all 
persons whatosever. |In witness whereof we have hereunto set our hands & 
seals this the day & date first written.

Sth When you were first employed to attend upon my family, was it not with an 
understanding & agreement that you were to attend to them whilst visiting 
Matthew Wrights family and that you were not to charge as if you had been 
called or sent for as a physician from your own home? And did you not cease 
visiting my family at the same time you ceased visiting Matthew Wright's family? 
If not when did you ever visit them afterwards? And were not all your visits to my 
family call visits, and were you ever sent for specially at your residence to see 
my family? if so when? 


6th Was not Matthew Wright's family very sick & many of them dangerously ill 
and was not my family so much less dangerous or ill that | was enabled to leave 
them and stay with & attend upon Matthew Wright's family during the time of 
your services in my family a much greater part of my time than | staid with my 
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own family? And were you not paid for your visits to & attendance upon Matthew 
Wrights family as follows - by myself as heir of Matthew Wright the sum of $150. 
for John A Wright who was sick in same house $120. or $130. Wright H. Wright 
sick in same house $70. & Milly Wright sick in the same House $30 - !f not how 
much were you paid for your services to each of the above named persons

This record indicates that there may have been some general sickness that included 
many members of both the Matthew Wright and Peter M. Wright families and may have 
been the cause of Matthew Wright's death.

Basham & Susan J his wife, and Louisa F Wright heirs of Peter M Wright decd of 
the one part and Gustavus A Wingfield of the other part - Whereas in a suit in 
Chancery lately depending in the Circuit Court of Bedford County between 
William Gish & G A Wingfield plaintiffs and isaac L James, Leroy C James, 
Samuel W Bandy and Peter M Wright defendants - on the 28th day of 
September 1859, it was (among other things) adjudged ordered & decreed that

This record indicates that Susan (James) Wright was born in about 1802. 

On September 14, 1877, at Bedford County, Virginia, Chancery Court Order 
Book 8/475 the court ordered payment to the administrators of the estate of Peter M.. 
Wright from money collected for the estate of William R. Douglass:

Upon consideration whereof, the Court 
doth confirm said report: and it appearing therefrom that there is in the hands of 
John G. Kasey, late Sheriff of Bedford County and as such Administrator of 
William R. Douglass deceased more than enough to pay the judgment of the 
plaintiffs, the Court doth adjudge, order and decree, that the said John G. Kasey 
Administrator as aforesaid, out of the estate of his intestate, if so much he hath, 
and, if not, then out of his own personal estate, do pay to the Complainants the 
sum of Eighty four dollars and sixty four cents, with interest on Thirty eight 
dollars and Seventy seven cents, a part thereof, after the rate of six per centum 
per annum from the 1st day of September 1877 until paid; and that the 
defendants do pay to the Complainants their costs about their suit in this behalf 
expended.”

defendants herein before named, the ans__ of E. A. McCauley Guardian ad litem 
for the infant defendants, to w__ the plaintiffs reply generally, and was argued by 
counsel, whereupon ____is adjudged, ordered and decreed that this cause be 
referred to __ Master Commissioner James W. Palmer with instructions to take 
an__ settle the administration account of Wm W. Brand Sheriff and Administrator 
of Ann McDermed deceased, to report the amount of ____ to said Ann

Further orders for an accunting and sale 
were filed at Roanoke County, Virginia, Chancery Court Order Book 3/350 and 3/392, 

On November 25, 1879, at Bedford County, Virginia, W.B. 24/422 Stephen W. 
Wright and Joel Wright filed an accounting for the estate of Susan Wright:

W. Wright for distribution of the estate of 
their father Peter M. Wright, Sr: 
"To the Hon'l, the Judge of the Circuit Court of Bedford County, in chancery 
sitting: 


Humbly complaining, shew unto your Honor your orators and oratrix James M. 
Wright, Peter M. Wright, Joel B. Lemon and Eliza A. his wife, that Peter M Wright 
Senior, late of Bedford County, was in his lifetime, and at the time of his death, 
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possessed of a considerable personal estate, consisting of ordinary personalty, 
slaves bonds, notes, accounts and money. That the said Peter M Wright, senior, 
sometime about the day of ___ 1860 departed this life intestate, leaving Sarah 
Wright his wife, your orators James M. Wright & Peter M. Wright, your oratrix 
Eliza A. Lemon and Stephen W. Wright, Joel W. Wright, Mary J. Wright, who 
intermarried with James D. Craft, Nancy A. Wright, who intermarried with 
Charles H. McManaway and Susan J. Wright, who intermarried with William W. 
Basham, his children and heirs at law him surviving. Your orators and oratrix 
further show that on the _ day of 187_ the said Sarah Wright departed this life, 
and that at the November term 1860 of the County Court of Bedford County the 
aforesaid Stephen W. Wright and Joel W. Wright obtained from said Court 
letters of administration of the goods, chattels and estate of the aforesaid 
intestate Peter M Wright Sr., and have by virtue thereof possessed themselves 
of the personal estate and effects of the said intestate to a large amount and 
value, and much more than sufficient to pay his just debts and funeral expenses. 
Your orators and oratrix would further show that the said personal property was 
duly appraised, and that by said appraisement it was valued at $21,944.15 as 
will more fully appear by a copy of said appraisement herewith filed, marked 

"No 1". That the sales of ordinary property and of some of the negroes 
amounted to the sum of $7,973.54 as will also more fully appear by a copy of the 
list of said sales, herewith filed marked "No 2". Your orators and oratrix would 
further show that at irregular periods from the year 1864 to the year 1871 the 
said administrators rendered some accounts before the commissioner of 
accounts of the said County Court of Bedford County, but that since the last 
named date the said administrators have failed to make such settlements as the 
law requires, and that there remains in the hands of the said administrators a 
large sum of money, of which your orators and oratrix are entitled to their 
respective shares, and of which your said orators and oratrix have tried in vain to 
induce the said administrators to render an account. All which actings and 
doings are contrary to equity and good conscience, and tend to the manifest 
wrong and injury of your orators and oratrix. In tender consideration whereof, 
and for as much as your orators and oratrix can only have adequate relief in the 
premises in a court of Equity and to the end that justice may be done your 
orators and oratrix pray that the said Stephen W. and Joel W. Wright in their own 
right and as administrators as aforesaid, James D Craft and Mary J, his wife, 
Charles H. McManaway and Nancy A. his wife, William W. Basham and Susan J 
his wife, may be made parties defendant to this bill, and required to answer the 
same upon their respective corporal oaths, and that as fully and particularly as if 
the allegations thereof were here again repeated, and they thereto severally and 
distinctly interrogated that an account may be taken by and under the direction of 
this Court of the personal estate and effects of the aforesaid, Peter M. Wright Sr. 
possessed by or come to the hands of the said Stephen W. Wright and Joel W. 
Wright his administrators, or to the hands of any other person or persons by their 
order or for their use; and also an account of said intestates debts and funeral 
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expenses; and that the said intestates personal estate may be applied in due 
course of administration; that the clear residue thereof may be ascertained; and 
that your orators and oratrix, respectively, may be paid their respective shares of 
such clear residue, and that such other, further and general relief be afforded 
your orators and oratrix as the nature of the case may require, and to equity may 
seem meet.

This record indicates that Peter M. Wright died before December 1860, at Bedford 
County, Virginia, that his wife Sarah Wright died some time in the 1870's, and that they 
had the following children:

2) Peter M. Wright, 

3) Eliza A. (Wright) Lemon, 

4) Stephen W. Wright, 

5) Joel W. Wright, 

6) Mary J. (Wright) Craft,

On August 28, 1880, Stephen W. Wright and Joel W. Wright answered the 
complaint in File 1890 and asserted that the estate had been accounted for and the 
cash distributed as collected in lawsuits: 


"The joint answer of Steven W Wright and Joel W. Wright Administrators of 
Peter M Wright Sr to a bill of complaint exhibited agt them & in the Circuit Court 
of Bedford by James M Wright, Peter M Wright, Joel B Lemon & wife, your 
respondent for answer to so much of said bill, as they are advised that it is 
necessary for them to answer, Admit as charged in their bill, that they are the 
legally authorized Admrs of Peter M Wright Sr, and admit that as such Admrs 
they became possessed of a considerable amount of personal property, 
amounting as shown by exhibit 1 filed with the plaintiffs, bill in the sum of 
$21.944 & 15 ct but in this amount is indeed, notes, bonds, accounts, and a 
small amount of cash on hand at their intestates death, in all amounting to the 
sum of $14,351.76 a large portion of these debts proved to be insolvent after 
your respondent using due diligence to collect the same, some of these debts 
which will ultimately be made are still in litigation. Your defendants filed with their 
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answer copies of their settlement of this Estate marked C DE F G & Hwhich 
they pray to be taken as a part of this answer, so that with the exhibits of other 
settlements filed with plaintiffs bill, show that they have from time to time settled 
their accounts with this Estate, and paid over to the distributees the full amounts 
of their respective shares in this personal Estate by the sum of $186.34 balance 
in their hands due distributees, and the last settlement January 1878 Since this 
last settlement your respondent have collected as debts due the Estate, from 
suits in Court & otherwise about $__— which, they hold subject to the order of 
the Court in this suit after availing them with $___ paid distributees out of this 
sum since last settlement

Upon 
consideration whereof the Court doth confirm said nisi decrees (and taking the 
said bill for confessed as to the defts who have failed to answer) doth adjudge, 
order and decree that one of the commissioners of this Court do take the 
following accunts. 
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1. An account of the personal estate and effects of Peter M. Wright Sr, 
deceased, that came into the possession of Stephen W. Wright and Joel W 
Wright, his administrators, or of either of them, or into the hands of any other 
person or persons by this order or for their use. 


2. An account of the debts of the said Peter M. Wright Sr, deceased. 


3. An account of the administration of the estate of their said intestate by thé 
aforesaid administrators. 


4. An account of said administrators with each of the distributees of said 
estate. 


And the said administrators are directed to render said accounts before said 
commissioner, who is hereby ordered to examine, state and settle the same, 
taking as the basis of his report the accounts current of said administrators, so 
far as they may have been regularly settled and recorded before the institution of 
this suit correcting them so far as they may appear on their face to be erroneous 
or may be shewn to be so by proofs upon proper specifications & falsifying 
(?) the same filed before the said Commissioner on reasonable notice of the 
sevice of copies of such specifications as the said , before the taking of said 
accounts, and the said Commissioner is directed to make report of the said 
accounts to this Court" 








On September 9, 1880, at Bedford County, Virginia, Chancery Court Order Book 
10/85 in the case of Stephen W. Wright v. Wright H. Wright the court ordered the 
division and allotment of land between the parties: 


"Stephen W. Wright, Plaintiff 
against 
Wright H. Wright, Defendant 


This cause came on this day to be heard upon the bill and exhibits, answer of 
the defendant and replication thereto, the depositions of witnesses, and 
exceptions to parts thereof, and was argued by Counsel. Upon consideration 
whereof, the Court is of the opinion that the partition of the land in the bill 
mentioned as made by M. French, W. W. Foutz and J. D. Meador should be 
sustained, and that the parties should convey to each other the several parcels 
of the said land allotted to them respectively by a deed of partition: therefore the 
Court doth adjudge, order and decree, that Luther D. Haymond, who is hereby 
appointed a Commissioner for that purpose, do on behalf of the parties 
respectively execute a proper deed of partition between them of the tract of Forty 
eight and one half acres of land mentioned in the allotment and decision of said 
French and others and of the plat and survey marked "BB" filed with the papers 
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and deliver the same to said parties ready for recordation: and that the plaintiff 


do pay to the defendant his costs by him about his defence in this behalf 
expended: and that this cause be stricken from the docket.” 


In November 1880 at Bedford County, Virginia, W.B. 25/166 Stephen W. Wright 
and Joel Wright filed a further accounting for the estate of Peter Meador Wright:

Various depositions were taken in May, June, and August 1881 regarding the 
collectibility of various debts due to the estate. The testimony of the witnesses was 
substantially that all of the debtors to the estate were insolvent. 

On September 14, 1881, the court in File 1890 and at Bedford County, Virginia, 
Chancery Court Order Book 10/399 approved parts of the report of the commissioner 
and the exceptions thereto and ordered certain payments to the heirs:

Wright's Admrs &c_ ) 


This day this cause came on again to be heard upon the papers formerly read, 
the report of J. Laurence Campbell, one of the Commissioners of this Court, and 
exceptions thereto by the Complainants and the defendant Stephen W. Wright 
admr of Peter M. Wright decd, the depositions of witness, vouchers & other 
evidence in the cause and was argued by counsel. Upon consideration whereof 
the Court doth sustain the exception aforesaid of the defendant Stephen W. 
Wright, and the second & fourth exceptions of the complainants, & doth sustain 
the sixth exception of the complainants as to commissions on all receipts by the 
Adminitrators of Peter M. Wright decd after the settlement of their last Ex parte 
account to July 1st, 1873, & doth over-rule the residue of said sixth Exception, 
and also the first, third & fifth exceptions of the complainants. And the report 
aforesaid of Comr. Campbell being modified by a special statement made out & 
filed amongst the papers in this cause marked "Ax", so as to conform said report 
to the opinion of the Court upon said exceptions, the Court doth approve and 
adopt said report as modified by said special statement Ax, and adjudge, order & 
decree that Stephen W. Wright surviving Admr. of Peter M. Wright decd, do out 
of the estate of his intestate in his hands to be administered, if so much he hath 
and if not that he out of his own estate & Eliza S. Wright Exx of Joel W. Wright 
decd. out of the estate of her testator in her hands to be administered, do pay to 
James D. Craft and Mary J. his wife, the sum of $485.73 with interest thereon 
after the rate of 6 per cent per annum from the 1st day of September, 1885, till 
payment; to Charles H. McManaway and Nancy A. his wife the sum of $16.39 
with like interest thereon from the said date, till payment to Peter M. Wright the 
sum of $18.41 with like interest thereon from the same date till payment; to 

Joel B Lemon & Eliza A. his wife the sum of $30.44 with like interest thereon 
from the same date till payment; to W. W. Basham and Susan J. his wife the 
sum of $233.16 with like interest thereon from the same date till payment. And 
that James M. Wright do pay to the said Stephen W. Wright suriving Admr. of 
Peter M Wright decd the sum of $98.12 with like interest thereon from the same 
date till payment 


But the parties in whose favor decree are made against the admrs of Peter M. 
Wright decd. are not to have the benefit of the decrees in their respective favors 
till they shall have entered into bond with good security before the Clerk of this 
Court in penalties at least equal to the amounts to be received by them 
respectively with condition to refund a due proportion of any debts that may 
hereafter appear against said Peter M. Wright decd & the Cost of recovery of the 
same 
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And the Court doth further order & decree that the defendant Stephen W. Wright 
surving admr of Peter M Wright decd do pay the costs of their suit out of the 
estate of his intestate in his hands to be administered, if so much he hath, if not 
that the same be paid out of his own estate & the estate of Joel W. Wright decd. 


And all of the objects for which this suit was instituted having been attained it is 
ordered that the same be stricken from the docket, with liberty to the parties 
respectively to apply hereafter on reasonable notice for any further, order or 
decree which may be necessary to carry out & give full force & effect to this or 
any former order or decree entered in this cause.” 


On or about September 5, 1890, the children of Stephen W. Wright filed a 
complaint in Bedford ‘County, Virginia, Chancery Court, File 2593, for an order directing 
the transfer of certain land originally owned by Peter M. Wright and allocated to 
Stephen W. Wright pursuant to court orders that had been lost: 


"To the Honorable Jno. D. Horsley, Judge of the Circuit Court of Bedford County, 
sitting as Chancellor. 


Humbly complaining shew unto your Honor your Orators and Oratrices Ellis L 
Wright, Jno T. Graves and Ida F. his wife, and Samuel Woods and Dora A. his 
wife, that some time about the year 1861 one Peter M Wright at that time a 
resident of this County (Bedford) departed this life seised and possessed of a 
large landed estate and valuable personal property; that the said Peter M. 
departed this life intestate surviving him nine children to whom his said real 
estate descended, whose names were as follows, to wit: Mary Jane, wife of 
James D. Craft, Nancy Ann, wife of Charles M. McManaway, Eliza Annie wife of 
Joel D. Lemon, Susan Julia wife of William W. Basham, Louisa Frances Wright, 
Joel W. Wright, Peter Meador Wright, James Matthew Wright and Stephen W. 
Wright. Soon after the death of the said Peter M. Wright deceased suit was 
instituted in the County Court of Bedford County by some of the heirs of Peter M. 
Wright deceased against the others for the purpose, amongst other things, of 
having said real estate divided amongst said heirs and such proceedings were 
had as that Commissioners were appointed by said Court to make said division 
and said Commissioners did make said division and reported the same to said 
Court, and said Court by a decree made in said cause at its May Term 1862 
confirmed the report & division of said Commissioners and further decreed that 
the parties "do respectively hold the lands so allotted and assigned to them 
respectively in severalty.". Copies of the orders appointing said Commissioners 
and confirming their said report respectively are herewith filed marked 
respectively A and B and prayed to be read as parts of this Bill. Diligent search 
has been made in the Clerk's Office of said County Court for the original papers 
in said suit, or some record of said division and report but none can be found. 
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No deed of partition was made between said heirs, nor mutual conveyance, for 
their respective tracts, nor were said lands conveyed by any commissioner 
appointed for that purpose, but the heirs simply held under said decree of May 
term 1862 of Bedford County Court. 


Your Orators and Oratrice, further represent that under said allotment and 
division there was allotted to James M. Wright who subsequently conveyed to 
the said Stephen W. Wright one tract or parcel containing about seventy three 
acres in Bedford County and to the said Stephen W. Wright a large boundary, 
known as the Gwaltney tract, lying partly in Bedford and partly in Roanoke 
County. This latter tract containing two hundred and eleven acres lying partly in 
each of said Counties of Bedford and Roanoke was set apart to the said 
Stephen W., who held, used occupied and enjoyed the same as his sole 
property until his death a few years ago, and since his death the same has been 
so held, used, Occupied & enjoyed by his heirs, hereinafter mentioned. But no 
deed therefor was ever made to the said Stephen W. in his lifetime, or to his 
heirs since his death. A survey of said last two mentioned tracts of land, or some 
more adequate description thereof will be hereafter filed amongst the papers in 
this cause. 


Your Orators and Oratrices further represent that after the death of the said 
Peter M. Wright the said Louisa Frances Wright, attained the age of twenty one 
years and then died intestate, unmarried and without issue, and before said 
allotment and division. They further represent that since the death of the said 
Peter M. Wright, the said Joel W. Wright has departed this life testate, surviving 
him his widow Eliza S. Wright and the following children, to wit: Libbie V. wife of 
Wm B. Ferguson, Thomas S Wright, Nannie F. wife of James W. Stephens, 
Abbie D. Wright, Pearl L. Wright and Ola G. Wright, the last three of whom are: 
infants under the age of 21 years; that the said Peter Meador Wright has 
departed this life intestate, surviving him his widow Sarah J. Wright and the 
following children, to wit: Mary S. wife of Wm. |. Dooley, Maria F. wife of 

Daniel W. Basham, Jno. A. Wright, Willie C. Wright, Annie E. Wright, Belle L. 
Wright, Laura C. Wright and Star A. Wright, the last three of whom are infants 
under the age of 21 years; that the said James Matthew Wright has also 
departed this life intestate, surviving him his widow Mary T. Wright and the 
following children, to wit: Susan E. Wright, Wm P. Wright, Julia A. wife of 
Samuel H. Dooley, Mary E. wife of Adam L. Feather, James A. Wright, Alice F. 
Wright, Delia E. Wright, Charles E. Wright and Mattie J. Wright, the last one of 
whom is an infant, under the age of 21 years, and that the said Stephen W. 
Wright has departed this life intestate, surviving him as his only heirs at law three 
children, to wit, Your Orator Ellis L Wright and your Oratrices |da F. Graves and 
Dora A. Woods. A duly certified copy of the will of the said Joel W. Wright is 
herewith filed marked C and prayed to be read as a part of this Bill. 
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Your Orators and Oratrices further represent that since the death of the said 
Stephen W. Wright they have agreed amongst themselves upon a division of his 
real estate, and by the terms of said agreement said two tracts of 73 acres and 
211 acres respectively are to be the sole property of your Orator Ellis L Wright 
and to be conveyed to him as such. 


In tender consideration therefore of the premises and for as much as your 
Orators and Oratrices are without adequate remedy at law, they pray that the 
said James D. Craft and Mary Jane his wife, Charles H. McManaway and Nancy 
Ann his wife, Joel B. Lemon and Eliza Annie his wife William W. Basham and 
Susan Julia his wife, Eliza S. Wright, William B Ferguson and Libbie V. his wife, 
Thomas S. Wright, James W. Stephens and Nannie F. his wife, Sarah J. Wright, 
William |.

The plaintiffs acknoledging satisfaction of the debts proven in this cause and all 
the objects for which this suit was instituted having been accomplished it is 
ordered that the same be stricken from the docket and that the plaintiffs recover 
of the defendants their costs by them about this suit in their behalf expended.” 


On December 13, 1892, at Roanoke County, Virginia, D.B. 10/334 M. P. Burks, 
as commissioner, executed a deed to allot the land of Stephen W. Wright which had 
previously been allotted to him from the estate of Peter M. Wright following the suit to 
partition the estate: 


"Whereas, Peter M Wright, formerly of Bedford County Va, died intestate some 
years ago, seised and possessed of valuable real estate (including the two tracts 
of land hereinafter mentioned) which real estate, upon his death descended to 
his heirs and was divided amongst them, but no deed of partition was ever made 
between said heirs; and 


Whereas the tract of 211 acres of land hereinafter mentioned, upon said division 
was allotted to Stephen W. Wright, and the said Stephen W Wright also became 
the owner of the tract of 73 acres hereinafter mentioned and afterwards said 
Stephen Wright departed this life intestate, and said two tracts of land 
descended to his heirs and 
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Whereas the heirs of the said Stephen W. Wright afterwards in the year 1890 
instituted their suit in the Circuit Court of Bedford County against Mary Jane Craft 
and others, the heirs of Peter M. Wright, deceased, to obtain title to said two 
tracts of land and in said bill the heirs of Stephen W. Wright charged that they 
have agreed amongst themselves upon the division of the real estate of the said 
Stephen W. Wright deceased and by the terms of said agreement the two tracts 
of land hereinafter conveyed were to be the sole property of Ellis L Wright, one 
of said heirs and to be conveyed to him and in the prayer said bill they prayed 
that the said two tracts of land should be conveyed to said Ellis L. Wright; and 


Whereas said Court, by a decree made in said chancery cause of Wright & 
others against Craft and others, on the 5th day of December, 1890, did adjudge, 
order and decree that M. P. Burks, who was thereby appointed a Commissioner 
for that purpose should, for and on behalf of the parties to said suit convey to 
said Ellis L. Wright, one of the complainants in said suit, the two tracts of land in 
the bill mentioned to wit: the “Howell Tract" containing 73 acres more or less 
and the Gwaltney Tract" containing 211 acres, more or less, by proper deed for 
that purpose; and 


Whereas said two tracts of land have since been conveyed and it has been 
ascertained that the said Gwaltney tract is composed of two parcels, containing 
in the aggregate 211 acres 


Now, therefore this deed, made the 13th day of December 1892 between M. P. 
Burks Commissioner as aforesaid of the one part and the said Ellis L. Wright of 
the other part, 


Witnesseth That the said M. P. Burks for and on behalf of the parties to said suit 
and in consideration of the premises and of the sum of Ten Dollars in hand paid, 
the receipt whereof is hereby adknowledged and in execution of the decree last 
aforesaid, doth grant and convey unto the said Ellis L. Wright said two tracts or

NSSAR Application #79314 for Alfred Bunyan Lemon dated November 13, 1956, 
stated that Peter Meador Wright was a son of Matthew Wright and Nancy (Holland) 
Wright, was born on May 15, 1802, married Susan on August 24, 1824, and died 
on October 23, 1860, and that Susan (____) Wright was born on March 1, 1802, and 
died on January 24, 1876.
